Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  ex-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  and  a  member  of  the  Council,  has  resigned.  His

In  the  second  case  a  Conway  grocer  has  had  fco  pay  a  fine  on 
account  of  weak  spirit  he  sold  (p.  473).

Brevities. 

Alfred  Brown,  who  broke  Mr.  Waring's  pharmacy-window 
in  Bucklersbury,  E.C.,has  got  six  months'  hard  labour  for  the 
job. 

At  a  sal-e  of  shares  at  Lincoln  on  September  6,  thirty 
6  per  cent.  11.  cumulative  preference  shares  (fully-paid)  in 
Boots,  Limited  (Eastern),  Cash  Chemists,  sold  at  11.  Is.  each 

The  Halifax  Board  of  Guardians  has  spent  111.  on  Bovril 
during  the  last  two  months.  Oae  of  the  members  has 
suggested  that  the  Board  should,  in  consequence,  hold  some 
Bovril  shares. 

A  pair  of  horses  ia  a  carriage  had  an  exciting  run  at 
Loughborough,  Notts,  last  week,  which  terminated  in  their 
crashing  through  the  shop-window  of  Mr.  Jones,  chemist, 
Market  Place. 

Last  week,  while  the  youth  left  in  charge  of  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Kelley,  chemist,  Blackpool,  was  downstairs  for  two 
minute3,  someone  came  in  and  walked  off  with  the  ca:h-box 
containing  46Z. 

The  Swaffham  Board  of  Guardians  have  given  the  con- 
tract for  medical  appliances  and  oil  for  the  workhouse  to 
Mr.  G.  E.  Kaights.  The  tender  of  Whalley's  Sanitary  Fluid 
Company  was  accepted  for  disinfectants. 

At  Newcastle-under-Lyme  on  Septembar  4,  Alfred  Hen- 
shaw  got  two  months'  imprisonment  for  damaging  the 
shop -window  of  Mr.  James  Poole,  chemist  and  druggist, 
High  Street,  by  scratching  the  plate  glass. 

At  a  meeting  last  week  of  the  creditors  of  Dr.  G.  W. 
Hambledon,  the  debtor  explained  that  he  expended  between 
5,000?.  and  6,000?.  in  developing  a  system  for  the  cure  of 
consumption,  by  which  he  claimed  that  he  had  cured 
himself,  but  it  had  hurt  his  practice  as  a  physician. 

Two  boys  went  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  Tom  Hogg,  chemist, 
Burton,  the  other  day  for  some  vinegar,  and  when  they  got 
it  and  left  Mr.  Hogg  missed  7s.  from  the  till.  One  of  the 
lads  had  the  impudence  to  return  again,  and  was  caught 
with  his  hand  in  the  till.  They  each  got  six  strokes  with  the 
birch-rod  by  order  of  the  Magistrate. 

At  Folkestone  last  week  a  lad  of  15  was  bound  over  under 
the  First  Offenders  Act  to  keep  the  peace  for  six  months  on 
account  of  his  having  stolen  four  bottles  of  perfume  from 
the  shop  of  Messrs.  Hall  &  King,  chemists.  Although  the 
perfume  was  worth  5s.  6d  ,  the  lad  had  sold  them  to  a  soldier 
at  4i.  per  bottle,  and  the  soldier  was  censured  by  the 
Magistrate. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  London,  on  September  11, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Bucknill,  Robert  Tchertkoff,  the  Russian 
medical  practitioner  and  missionary,  who  was  charged  on 
the  Coroner's  inquisition  with  the  manslaughter  of  a  child 
named  Donald  Wightman  (see  G.  D.,  August  31,  page  367), 
came  up  for  trial.  No  evidence  was  offered  by  the  Crown,  and 
he  was  discLa-ged. 

At  Cheadle  on  September  6,  during  the  hearing  of  a 
charge  against  Joseph  Houghton  for  passing  himself  off  as 
an  inspector  under  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act,  the 
accused,  who  was  committed  for  trial,  told  the  Bench  that 
he  could  make  dispensing-scales  to  weigh  a  hair  of  his 
moustache,  and  also  stated  that  Boots  (Limited)  paid  Avery 
&  Co.  (in  whose  employ  he  had  been)  1,000?.  a  year  for 
attending  to  their  weights  and  scales. 

Cricket. 

We  were  a  little  premature  in  announcing  that  the 
championship  of  the  Wholesale  Druggists'  Cricket  League 
was  decided  on  August  31.  Davy  Hill's  C.C.  has  another 
match  to  play  on  Saturday  against  Dakin  Brothers  CO., 
and  if  the  former  club  wins  will  tie  with  the  Wellcome  C.C, 
which  will  mean  that  a  tie  match  must  be  played  to  decide 


the  championship.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  Davy  Hill's  lose 
the  match  on  Saturday,  the  Wellcome  C.C.  will  be  the  holders 
of  the  cup. 

Leicester  Chemists'  Social  Union. 

The  committee  arranged  for  a  visit  to  the  Corporation  Gas 
and  Electric-lighting  works  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Sept- 
ember 5.  About  thirty-five  chemists  and  their  assistants 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  amongst  those 
present  were  Messrs.  Butler,  Clear,  Hampton,  Hearnshaw, 
Hurd,  Goodess  (Hon.  Secretary),  Thirlby,  Shelton,  Martin, 
Marfitt,  Wilby,  Hodgson,  Macbeatb,  and  Cholerton.  The 
party  were  taken  round  by  Mr.  Truby.  The  laboratory  was 
first  visited,  and  the  numerous  by-products  inspected,  and 
the  apparatus  fcr  testing  the  gas.  A  move  was  made  to  the 
retort-house,  and  much  interest  taken  in  the  drawing 
and  charging  of  the  retorts.  The  various  purifying  processes 
were  then  inspected,  after  which  the  visitors  saw  the  new 
plant  for  making  water  gas,  and  the  electric-lighting 
section.  Votes  of  thanks  wound  up  the  afternoon's 
enjoyment. 

Certificated  Opticians. 

The  Spectacle-makers'  Company  have  issued  the  second 
edition  of  the  list  of  certificated  opticians  holding  the 
company's  diploma.  The  preface  gives  concise  particulars 
of  the  objects  of  the  optical  examinations  and  statistics  of 
the  holders  of  the  diplomas.  The  names  are  arranged  under 
the  towns,  but  an  alphabetical  index  is  also  provided.  Mr. 
Arthur  Oglesby,  Barnsley,  suggests  that  chemist-opticians 
should  send  copies  of  the  list  to  all  local  medical  men,  and 
the  back  page  could  be  utilised  for  an  optical  advertisement 
of  a  kind  suitable  for  that  profession.    He  does  that. 

None  of  the  Medicine  Left. 

James  H.  Brereton  (16),  a  van  guard,  residing  in  Hackney, 
had  been  ailing  for  a  fortnight,  and  his  father  called  in 
a  Dr.  Evans,  who  prescribed  for  him.  After  two  doses  of  the 
medicine  the  lad  became  delirious,  and  the  doctor  prescribed 
other  medicine  and  took  the  remains  of  the  first  medicine 
away  in  the  bottle.  The  lad  died,  and  an  inquest  was  held 
last  week,  but  as  Dr.  Charles  D.  Burton  found  on  post- 
mortem examination  that  death  was  due  to  meningitis  from 
ear  disease,  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  improper 
drug  having  been  given,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  natural  causes.  The  coroner  remarked  that  the 
case  showed  the  danger  of  taking  away  even  an  empty 
bottle. 

Should  Go  to  the  Doctor. 

The  Coventry  Coroner  (Dr.  C.  W.  Iliffe)  held  an  inquest 
on  September  7  as  to  the  death  of  Minnie  Kelly.  The 
mother  said  the  child  had  been  unwell  with  a  cough,  and 
she  had  given  it  some  cough-mixture  on  several  days  prior 
to  its  death.  Dr.  Houghton,  who  was  called  to  see  the 
child  on  Thursday,  believed  it  had  suffered  from  an  acute 
condition  of  pneumonia,  and  the  administration  of  such 
nostrums  as  cough-mixture  as  often  sold  over  shop-counters 
would  be  bad  in  effect.  Mrs.  Kelly  told  the  Coroner  that 
she  purchased  twopennyworth  of  cough-mixture,  which  the 
child  had  taken.  The  Coroner  said  it  was  a  dangerous 
practice  for  mothers  or  relatives  of  children  to  purchase  from 
chemists  cough-tinctures  or  nostrums  of  that  character,  with- 
out being  absolutely  sure  that  there  was  no  acute  condition 
of  bronchitis  or  pneumonia. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  applicants  for  the  post  of  female  dispenser  at  the 
General  Hospital  has  now  been  filled.  There  were  very  many 
applicants. 

Dr.  Kneale,  formerly  a  chemist  and  druggist,  Sparkhill, 
was  second  on  the  poll  (3,573  votes)  at  the  Yardley  School 
Board  Election. 

King's  Heath  is  to  have  another  chemist.  The  shop  lately 
held  by  Mr.  Simmons,  the  contents  of  which  were  sold  at 
good  prices  piecemeal  last  Thursday,  is  to  be  taken  by  Mr. 
Charles  Thompson,  Ph.C,  who  already  has  businesses  at 
Stratford  Road  and  Sparkhill. 

The  Poor-law  authorities  of  our  district,  as  also  those  of  the 
local  hospitals,  have  established  most  stringent  rules  for  the 
storage  and  handling  of  poisons  in  their  dispensaries  and 
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infirmary  wards.  This  is  an  outcome  of  the  Selly  Oak 
Workhouse  poisoning-case.  The  Aston  authorities  are  asking 
for  a  specially  made  "  poison  "  corrugated  Winchester  as  well 
as  other  bottles. 

The  death  of  Mr.  William  Mathews  is  recorded.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Alpine  Club,  an  early  Presi- 
dent, and  a  Birmingham  worthy.  He  was  particularly 
interested  in  chemistry  and  botany,  published  a  flora  of 
Algeria,  and  made  a  special  study  of  the  flora  of  Worcester- 
shire ;  his  complete  collection  of  specimens  he  presented  to 
the  Queen's  College,  now  merged  into  the  Birmingham 
University.  He  enjoyed  the  fellowship  of  the  late  Professor 
Tyndall  and  Principal  James  David  Forbes.  He  was  an 
authority  on  hypsometry — the  measurement  of  altitudes  by 
barometrical  pressure. 

A  tour  of  inspection  of  the  Polytechnic  Exhibition,  from  a 
pharmacist's  point  of  view,  affords  pleasure  and  profit. 
There  is  an  excellent  collection  of  minerals,  such  as  galena, 
cinnabar,  stibnite,  red  hematite,  tin  pyrites,  malachite, 
arsenical  tin,  etc.,  and  the  varieties  of  fuel  and  apparatus  used 
in  metallurgical  work  are  not  above  the  pharmacist's  ken.  A 
small  but  magnificent  display  of  electrical  apparatus  is  also 
shown.  Examples  of  dry  assaying  and  an  instructive  object- 
lesson  on  sulphur  and  its  sulphides  were  the  next-door 
neighbours.  There  were  also  exhibitions  of  popular  scientific 
microscopic  slides  drawn  from  the  vegetable  and  animal 
kingdoms.  One  naturally  looked  to  see  if  there  was  an 
example  of  work  of  the  chemists'  and  druggists'  classes  held 
at  the  Technical  Schools,  and  this  was  found,  the  name  of 
the  owner  being  A.  Lightfoot. 

On  September  12  Mrs.  Sarah  Southall,  of  Edgbaston,  com- 
pleted her  100 th  year  of  life.  She  belongs  to  the  Shorthouse 
family,  and  her  brother  was  the  father  of  the  author  of 
"John  Inglesant."  The  latter  with  his  two  brothers  still 
carries  on  the  family  business  of  chemical-manufacturers, 
which  has  been  in  existence  since  1733.  It  was  to  their 
works  that  James  Sadler  applied  for  a  supply  of  "  pure 
hydrogen "  for  his  remarkable  balloon-ascent  from  the 
Vauxhall  Gardens,  Birmingham,  on  October  7,  1811.  The 
family  took  for  the  site  of  their  warehouse  land  in  "  Market 
Bow,"  now  "  Market  Street,"  from  "  Charles  Colmore,"  on  a 
118  years'  lease,  dated  July  11,  1774,  at  an  annual  ground- 
rent  of  31.  15s.  They  saw  this  lease  completely  out  on  Lady- 
day,  1892,  took  another  site,  and  built  a  new  warehouse 
within  40  yards,  in  Great  Charles  Street,  for  another  ninety- 
nine  years,  of  the  "  Executors  "  of  the  same  family. 

Fire. 

On  the  afternoon  of  September  5  a  fire  broke  out  in  the 
chemical  factory  of  Messrs.  E.  H  Butler  &  Sons,  Humber- 
stone  Gate,  Leicester.  The  flames  were  first  discovered  in 
the  cellar,  where  methylated  spirit  and  other  inflammable 
materials  were  stored,  so  that  the  fire  spread  with  great 
rapidity.  The  Fire  Brigade,  however,  worked  energetically 
and  well,  and  soon  got  the  flames  subdued.  Considerable 
damage  has  been  done  to  the  whole  building,  which  is 
insured. 

Systematic  Frauds. 
At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  Tuesday,  September  10, 
before  the  Recorder  (Sir  Forrest  Fulton),  John  Stockley 
(45),  a  drug-trade  traveller,  pleaded  guilty  to  counts  of  an 
indictment  charging  him  with  obtaining  money  and  goods 
by  fahe  pretences.  Mr.  Arnold  prosecuted.  In  July  the 
prisoner  went  into  a  bootmaker's  shop  in  the  City,  and 
ordered  two  pairs  of  boots.  In  payment  for  one  pair  he 
gave  a  debit  note  for  51.  drawn  on  the  Birkbeck  Bank.  The 
assistant,  believing  that  the  document  was  genuine,  gave 
the  prisoner  the  change  for  the  note— 2.1.  8s.  Oa  presenta- 
tion at  the  bank  the  note  proved  to  be  worthless.  In  a 
second  case  the  prisoner  went  to  Mr.  W.  Howell,  chemist, 
High  Street,  Peckham,  and  induced  him  to  cash  another 
debit  note  drawn  on  the  same  bank,  for  4Z.  14s.,  he  stating 
that  he  had  received  the  note  from  a  relative,  and  that  it 
was  too  late  to  get  cash  at  the  bank.  This  note  proved 
worthless.  In  a  third  case  he  obtained  a  half-hoop  lady's 
diamond  ring,  value  2.11.  3s.  6d.,  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Watherston, 
jeweller.  Pall  Mall  East.  He  pretended  that  he  had  had 
transactions  with  the  widow  of  a  late  customer  of  the  firm  , 
nd  in  payment  the  firm  accepted  a  debit  note  drawn  on  the 


Birkbeck  Bank.  On  presentation  it  was  returned,  marked 
"  No  account."  Detective  Stocker,  City  Police,  who  arrested 
the  prisoner,  stated  that  he  had  obtained  in  all  nearly  100Z. 
under  similar  false  pretences  from  various  persons.  Warder 
Cook  proved  previous  convictions  against  the  prisoner  for 
frauds.  Stockley  said,  in  mitigation,  that  the  amount 
mentioned  by  the  police  officer  as  obtained  by  him  was 
greatly  exaggerated.  The  sum  did  not  exceed  43Z.,  and,  had 
he  not  bien  arrested,  the  whole  of  the  money  would  have 
been  repaid.  He  had  experienced  great  difficulty  in  en- 
deavouring to  gain  an  honest  living  on  his  release  from 
gaol.  The  Recorder  said  the  prisoner  had  been  repeatedly 
convicted  of  frauds,  and  he  must  now  go  to  penal  servitude 
for  three  years.  [The  prisoner  was  for  a  short  time  in  the 
employment  of  the  C.  I.  Hood  Company,  of  sarsaparilla 
fame,  and  they  discharged  him ;  but  he  continued  to  call 
upon  chemists  on  the  strength  of  that  connection.] 

A  Sad  Case. 

At  the  Liverpool  Police  Court  on  September  6,  David 
Cunningham,  aged  34,  was  charged  with  embezzling  three 
sums  of  money,  amounting  to  64Z.,  the  property  of  his 
employers,  Messrs.  John  Matthews  &  Co.,  chemical- mer- 
chants, Hatton  Garden,  Liverpool.  It  appeared  that  prisoner 
had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  firm  since  his  boyhood,  and 
had  gradually  worked  himself  up  to  the  responsible  position 
of  traveller.  The  embezzlements  had  been  going  on  for 
some  time,  and  the  total  amount  involved  was  about  3001. 
Prisoner's  salary  was  1101.  per  anmm.  When  he  was 
accused  of  the  misappropriations  he  made  a  clean  breast  of 
the  whole  matter,  and  assisted  the  firm  in  every  possible 
way.  Mr.  Neale,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  said  the 
prisoner  had  over-spent  himself  through  spending  money 
with  his  customers,  and  he  kept  hoping  against  hope  that 
the  time  would  come  when  he  would,  be  able  to  refund  the 
money.  Prisoner  had  a  wife  and  several  children.  Prose- 
cutor said  that  if  defendant  had  bien  open  at  the  first  they 
would  have  assisted  him.  They  were  willing  to  look  after 
him  on  account  of  the  fact  that  he  had  been  with  the  firm 
from  boyhood.  The  Stipendiary  sentenced  prisoner  to  four 
months'  imprisonment  in  the  second  division. 

Unsubstantiated  Charges  against  a  Chemist. 

For  several  hours  on  Friday,  September  6,  and  again  on 
Tuesday,  September  10,  two  charges  of  assault,  indecent  and 
common,  were  investigated  by  the  Manchester  Justices,  Messrs. 
J.  M.  Elliott  and  Percy  Woodhouse.  The  prosecutrix  was  a  girl, 
12  years  of  age,  who  had  been  a  few  days  in  the  employment 
of  Mr.  Henry  Clinton,  dascribed  as  a  chemist  and  druggist 
(but  not  on  the  register),  of  Droylsden  and  Ancoats,  Man- 
chester. The  more  serious  charge  was  heard  on  Friday,  and 
resulted  in  a  dismissal  of  the  summons,  the  Bench  express- 
ing the  opinion  that  no  jury  would  convict.  On  Tuesday 
the  minor  assault  charge  was  heard.  The  prosecutrix  said 
the  defendant  behaved  rudely  and  assaulted  her  at  the  top 
of  the  stairs  leading  to  the  store-room  over  the  Ancoats  shop 
on  Saturday  night,  August  10,  at  half-past  11  o'clock.  There 
was  no  corroborative  evidence,  but  the  girl  had  complained 
to  her  mother  on  her  return  home  at  midnight.  The  doctor's 
examination  had  revealed  no  injury.  For  the  defence  several 
witnesses  were  called,  who  swore  that  the  defendant  left  the 
shop  at  11.15,  and  the  apprentice  closed  the  door,  being  the 
last  person  to  leave  the  premises.  The  prosecutrix  left  a  few 
minutes  before  that  time.  She  had  only  been  employed  by 
the  defendant  as  a  helper  in  the  shop  a  few  days,  and  when 
the  defendant  paid  her  2s  on  Saturday  night  he  told  her 
she  would  not  be  required  again.  The  defendant  denied  in 
toto  the  charges  made  against  him,  and  said  the  whole  story 
was  a  pure  fabrication,  got  up,  he  believed,  in  order  to  extort 
blackmail  from  him.  While  the  girl  was  in  his  service  she 
had  broken  a  Winchester  bottle  of  powder,  value  several 
shillings,  and  instead  of  boxing  a  quantity  of  ointment  had 
thrown  it  into  a  bucket.  Several  witnesses  testified  to  his 
good  character.  The  Bench,  with  the  Magistrates'  Clerk, 
retired  to  consider  their  decision,  and  on  returning  into 
court  the  Chairman  said,  "  We  have  very  carefully  considered 
this  matter,  and  on  the  face  of  the  evidence  which  has  been 
given  we  cannot  convict.  The  summons  is  dismissed." 
The  case  for  the  prosecution  had  been  taken  up  by  the 
Vigilance  Society.

Wine  and  other  Licences. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Sma'es,  chemist,  New  Shildon,  has  obtained  a 
wine-licence  (not  a  spirit-licence). 

Mr.  Evan  C.  Asbford,  chemist,  32  Gold  Street,  North- 
ampton, has  obtained  a  wine-licence. 

Mr.  J.  Donald  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Doveroourt 
Bay,  informs  us  that  it  was  a  retail-beer  licence  that  he  was 
refused.    He  got  the  wine-and-spirit  licence. 

The  Stamford  Magistrates  on  September  7  transferred  the 
off  wine-licence  held  by  the  late  Mr.  F.  Dickinson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  13  St.  Mary's  Street,  Stamford,  to  his  sod,  Mr. 
F.  Dickinson,  jun.,  who  is  continuing  the  business. 

Off  wine-licences  have  also  been  granted  to  Mr.  John 
Slade,  chemist  and  druggist,  Tenbury  ;  Mr.  D.  Dickinson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Faulkner  Street,  Hoole,  Chester  ;  Mr. 
C.  Bayley,  chemist  and  druggist,  Uppingham ;  Mr.  Wm. 
Hannaford,  chemist  and  druggist,  Queen's  Road,  Watford  ; 
acd  Messrs.  Holman,  Hunt  &  Co.,  38  The  Strand,  Exmouth. 

We  understand  that  the  off  wine-licence  which  Mr.  S.  M. 
Hibberd,  managing  director  of  Martyn's  Stores  (Limited), 
Wolverhampton,  applied  for  was  refused  by  the  Magistrates 
because  he  would  not  give  an  undertaking  to  confine  sales 
to  medicated  wines.  We  briefly  mentioned  in  the  Summary 
last  week  that  Magistrates  must  grant  these  licences  if  the 
conditions  are  fulfilled.  The  law  on  this  matter  is  contained 
in  Section  8  of  the  Wine  and  Beerhouse  Act,  1869,  which  is 
as  follows : — 

All  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  the  ninth  year  of  the  reign 
of  King  George  the  Fourth  as  to  the  terms  upon  which,  and  the 
manner  in  which,  and  the  persons  by  whcm,  grants  of  licences  are 
to  be  made  by  the  justices  at  the  said  general  annual  licensing 
meeting,  and  as  to  appeal  from  any  act  of  any  justice,  shall,  so 
far  as  may  be,  have  effect  with  regard  to  grants  of  certificates 
under  this  Act,  subject  to  this  qualification,  that  no  application 
for  a  certificate  under  this  Act  in  lespect  of  a  licence  to  sell  by 
retail  bser,  cider,  or  wine,  not  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises, 
shall  be  refused,  except  upon  one  or  more  of  the  following  grounds, 
viz. : — 

(1)  That  the  applicant  has  failed  to  produce  satisfactory 
evidence  of  good  character. 

(2)  That  the  house  or  shop  in  respect  of  which  a  licence  is 
sought,  or  any  adjacent  houfe  or  shop  owned  or  occupied  by  the 
person  applying  for  a  licence,  is  of  a  disorderly  character  or 
frequented  by  thieves,  prostitutes,  or  persons  of  bad  character. 

(3)  That  the  applicant  having  previously  held  a  licence  for  the 
sale  of  wine,  spirits,  beer,  or  cider,  the  same  has  been  forfeited 
for  his  misconduct,  or  that  he  has  through  misconduct  been  at  any 
thne  previously  adjudged  disqualified  from  receiving  any  such 
hcenee,  or  from  selling  any  of  the  Faid  articles. 

(4)  That  the  applicant,  or  the  house  in  respect  of  which  he 
applies,  is  not  duly  qualified  as  by  law  is  required. 

When  an  application  for  any  such  last-mentioned  certificate 
is  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  house  in  respect  of  which  he 
applies  is  not  duly  qualified  as  by  law  is  required,  the  justices 
shall  specify  in  writing  to  the  applicant  the  grounds  of  their 
decision. 

We  have  reported  several  instances  in  which  Magistrates 
have  changed  their  minds  when  this  section  was  read  to 
them. 

Mineral  "Waters. 

There  was  no  great  anxiety  manifested  by  the  mineral- 
water  trade  to  secure  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  soda- 
water,  lemonade,  lithia-water,  and  ginger-beer  to  the  various 
establishments  of  the  Holborn  Union  when  the  Guardians 
met  on  September  11  to  decide  who  shall  have  the  contract  for 
the  year  ending  October,  1902.  The  only  tender  was  from 
the  Camwal,  and  their  prices  and  tender  were  accepted, 
viz. :  Soda-water,  in  syphons,  Is.  Sd.  per  dcz.  ;  ditto,  in 
large  screw-stoppered  bottles,  Wd.  per  dcz  ;  ditto,  small, 
8d.  per  doz.  Lemonade,  in  syphons,  2s.  3d.  per  doz. ;  ditto, 
large  screw-stoppered  bottles,  lOd.  per  doz. ;  ditto,  small, 
8d.  per  doz.  Lithia-water,  in  syphons,  2.?.  3^.  per  doz.  ;  and 
ginger-beer,  in  screw-stoppered  bottles,  Wd.  per  doz. 

A  Headache-powder  Trick. 

Elijah  Taylor,  a  clothing  agent,  is  having  a  month's 
imprisonment  in  return  for  3*.,  Vihich  he  obtained  from  a 
Bui  well  shopkeeper  (Mr.  C.  Ashmore)  by  means  of  a  trick. 
He  appointed  Mr.  Ashmore  agent  for  the  powders,  promising 
if  he  would  take  a  gross  to  make  him  a  present  of  5,000 
paper  bags.  He  obtained  a  deposit  of  3s  ,  and  promised  to 
send  the  powders  in  the  course  of  ten  days.  A  sample 
packet  on  being  opened  was  found  to  be  empty. 


Drug-tenders. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Holboin  Board  of  Guardians  on 
Wednesday,  September  11,  specially  called  to  consider 
tenders  for  supplies  for  the  next  twelve  months,  there  were 
only  two  tenders  for  drugs  and  the  general  accessories  of  the 
dispensary.  These  were  from  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges 
&  Co.  and  Messrs.  CoibjD,  Stacey  &  Co.  The  former  offered 
to  allow  25  per  cent,  off  a  list  of  prices  submitted  to  them, 
and  the  latter  40  per  cent.  off.  Mr.  Eade  moved,  and  Mr. 
Boulton  seconded,  that  Messrs.  Corbjn,  Stacey  &  Co.  have; 
the  contract,  and  this  was  agreed  to. 

Stolen  Patents. 

At  Liverpool  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  September  12, 
before  Mr.  Stewart,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  Edward  Parry 
Hughes  (26)  was  charged  with  stealing  Williams's  and 
Beecham's  pills,  to  the  value  of  151.,  the  property  of  his. 
employers,  Messrs.  Evans,  Sots  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists, 
56  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool.  He  pleaded  guilty.  Chief- 
inspector  Robertson  stated  that  the  prisoner  had  been 
in  the  service  of  the  firm  for  several  years.  Last 
month,  in  consequence  of  an  advertisement  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  offering  pills  and  proprietary 
articles  for  sale  below  manufacturers'  prices,  Mr.  Thomas 
Beecham,  St.  Helens,  made  inquiries  and  ascertained  that 
the  person  advertising  was  the  prisoner.  He  advertised 
from  14  Ullswater  Street,  Liverpool,  in  the  name  of 
Moody.  There  the  ycung  lady  lived  to  whom  he  was 
engaged  to  be  married,  and  correspondence  was  addressed 
to  the  house.  In  addition  to  Beecham's  complaint, 
Dr.  Williams's  Pink-pills  Company  (Limited),  also  looked 
into  the  matter,  and  got  a  customer  to  communicate  with  the 
advertiser  at  Ullswater  Street,  and  the  police  had  copies- 
of  the  correspondence.  Prisoner  had  supplied  during  June 
and  July  15Z.  worth  of  articles,  but  it  was  not  known  how 
long  this  had  been  goiDg  on.  His  relatives  were  most 
respectable  people.  Mr.  Quilliam,  for  the  defence,  sub- 
mitted that  the  prisoner  was  about  to  get  married,  but, 
being  short  of  money,  took  this  means  to  get  it.  His  friends 
were  prepared  to  make  restitution  of  the  value  of  the  thiDgs 
taken.  There  had  never  been  aDy  suspicion  before  of  dis- 
honesty in  his  department.  The  Stipendiary  Magistrate 
said  the  case  was  extremely  serious.  Prisoner  had  set  out 
to  systematically  rob  his  employers,  and  it  was  a  deliberate 
scheme  from  the  beginning.  Prisoner  would  have  to  go  to 
gaol  for  three  months  in  the  second  division. 

Poison-fatalities. 

The  reports  of  poisoniDg-cases  since  our  last  issue  have 
been  exceptionally  numerous,  but  when  they  come  to  be- 
sifted  they  shrink  into  smaller  memorial  bulk.  We  give  the 
particulars  as  briefly  as  possible : — 

Aconite  and  Belladonna  Liniment. — At  Burton  on-Trent,  Miss 
Eliza  Foster  (28)  died  from  the  effects  of  poison  last  Saturday 
afternoon.  She  had  swallowed  about  In  oz.  of  aconite  and  bella- 
donna liniment,  and  died  before  Dr.  Crerar's  efforts  had  effect. 

Carbolic  Acid.  —  Two  fatalities,  suicidal,  one  at  Black- 
pool and  one  at  Manchester.  In  the  latter  case  the  victim  (a 
youth  of  17)  bought  2d.  worth  of  the  poison  from  Mr.  Richard 
Fenton,  chemist  and  druggist,  23  Rochdale  Road,  Harpurhey. 
He  wanted  it  for  destroying  blackbeetles.  Mr.  Fenton  refused  to 
put  it  in  a  spirit- flask,  and  supplied  it  in  a  poison-bottle,  He- 
told  the  Coroner  that  if  there  had  been  the  slightest  suspicion 
he  would  not  have  supplied  the  acid.  The  Coroner  examined  the 
bottle  and  the  label.  The  label  was  :  "  R.  Fenton,  Harpurhey." 
Coroner  :  This  is  not  quite  a  sufficient  address.  Mr.  Fenton  :  I 
think  it  is  very  plain.  It  sticks  better  on  a  bottle  like  that. 
Coroner:  You  might  as  well  say  it  is  in  England.  It  is  better 
to  put  your  full  address  on  it.  I  only  mention  it  that  you  may- 
avoid  trouble  by  doing  so.  There  are  more  chemists  in  Harpurhey 
than  you.    Mr.  Smelt  is  well  known  to  be  fond  of  such  remaiks. 

Chlorodyne.— Mrs.  Elizabeth  Anderton  (30),  a  Maghull  widow 
addicted  to  chlorodyne- drinking,  succumbed  to  its  effects  on? 
September  5. 

Chloroform  was  used  by  Miss  Mary  A.  F.  Clarkson  (38),  a. 
Guildford  lady,  who  was  staying  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Clarkson, 
Leicester.    She  had  been  in  a  nervous  state  lately. 

Corrosive  Sublimate. — Two  deaths.  A  servant  girl  (17),  em- 
ployed by  Dr.  Birch,  Oswaldtwistle,  Lanes,  went  into  his  dispensary 
and  drank  some  solution  of  the  poison ;  why,  she  did  not  know.— The 
second  cise  happened  at  Workington.  Robert  Mattocks  '31-)  went 
to  a  cupboard  in  the  dark  to  take  some  whisky,  and  drank  instead 
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Cufi's  scab-and-mange  oil.  Dr.  Ormrod  said  at  the  inquest  it 
was  a  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury. 

Laudanum  and  Opium.— Two  fatalities.  N.  J.  Murphy  (61,) 
an  inmate  of  Nazareth  House,  Southend,  went  cn  September  2  to 
the  shop  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Harrington,  chemist,  Southend,  who  knew 
him  as  a  trusted  messenger  of  the  House.  Deceased  wanted 
4  oz.  of  laudanum  for  Nazareth  House,  as  they  had  broken 
the  bottle,  and  he  supplied  it.  That  afternoon  Murphy  took  an 
overdose  of  it  and  died. — Mrs.  Maud  Wilson  (29),  a  Pimlico  woman, 
ended  her  life  with  the  same  poison. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — Three  deaths.  One  wai  suicidal  (a  man  at 
Chiswick)  and  the  others  accidental. — A  child,  17  months  old, 
picked  a  bottle  out  of  a  tool-box  and  drank  from  it. — A  copper- 
smith's labourer  (50\  at  Burton-on-Trent,  drank  the  acid  in 
mistake  for  whisky,  and  died  a  few  hours  later. 

Strychnine. — A  child  of  4  years,  in  the  St.  Luke's  district  of 
London,  found  a  bottle  of  "  pills  "  in  a  bowl  on  the  drawers  of  his 
parents'  house.  They  were  Messr3.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.'s 
anticonslipation  tabloids,  which  the  father  had  found  in  the  street 
a  few  weeks  ago.  The  child  swallowed  a  number,  became  ill,  and 
was  taken  to  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  where  he  died.  Dr. 
Colin  Sadler,  surgeon  at  St.  Bartholomew's,  said  at  the  inquest 
that  the  pills  contained,  among  other  things,  belladonna  and 
■jjy  gr.  sulphate  of  strychnine.  The  bottle  had  contained  fifty 
pills,  but  only  seven  were  left.  Death  was  due  to  strychnine- 
poisoning. 

Several  people  have  got  into  trouble  for  trying  to  commit 
suicide  with  poison.  There  were  two  cases  (women)  before 
Mr.  D'Eyncourt  at  North  London  Police  Court  on  Monday, 
and  each  time  the  Magistrate  asked,  How  did  these  people 
obtain  the  stuff  1  One  of  the  policemen  answered  that 
spirit  of  salt  might  be  bought  at  an  ordinary  oilshop  without 
being  labelled  "Poison";  but  in  this  case  the  bottle  was 
labelled,  and  one  woman  evidently  knew  that  it  was  deadly 
without  the  label,  because  she  ^had  been  disappointed  in 
love  and  wished  to  die.  Directly,  however,  that  she  had 
swallowed  the  stuff  she  felt  that  she  wanted  to  live,  and 
called  aloud  for  assistance.  A  neighbouring  doctor  applied 
the  antidote  before  too  late,  and  the  prisoner  was  allowed  to 
go  on  the  promise  that  she  would  never  do  such  a  foolish 
thing  again.  In  the  other  case  the  girl  took  oxalic  acid,  but 
not  sufficient  to  resist  the  skill  of  the  house-physician  at  the 
Great  Northern  Hospital.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  said  he  was  still 
of  o-pinion  that  poisons,  like  revolvers,  were  too  easily 
obtained. — It  is  also  reported  that  Frank  Player,  chemist  (no 
one  on  the  register  of  that  name),  142  Westminster  Bridge 
Road,  S.W.,  was  taken  unconscious  to  St.  Thomas's  Hospital 
last  Saturday,  believed  to  have  attempted  suicide  with 
camphor.

A  Drug-store  Manager's  Domestic  "Vicissitudes. 

On  Friday,  September  6,  Lord  Moncreiff  heard  parties  in 
a  petition  presented  in  the  Bill  Chamber  of  the  Cou;t  of 
Session,  Edinburgh,  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Fulton  Twaddle,  or 
Russell,  now  Corstorphine,  watch-factor  and  who'e^ale 
jeweller,  191  Argyle  Street,  Glasgow,  residing  at  Annesfield, 
Gardenside,  Uddingston,  wife  of  John  James  Corstorphine, 
manufacturing  chemist,  residirg  there,  to  have  him  inter- 
dicted from  managing  her  jeweller's  busiress,  and  to  grant 
warrant  to  messengers  at  arms  and  officers  of  court  to  eject 
him  from  the  premises.  Mr.  Corstorphine  was  formerly 
managing  director  to  the  Scottish  Drug-depot  (Limited), 
and  in  December,  1900,  married  the  pursuer,  a  widow  with 
five  sons.  She  was  then  in  partnership  with  Mr.  A.  W. 
Dykes,  who  retired  in  May,  when  she  appointed  her  husband 
manager  of  the  business  at  360Z.  a  year.  She  says  he  had 
no  experience  whatever  of  the  busincs?,  and  complains  that 
his  methods  of  conducting  it  were  likely  to  prove  disastrous 
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to  it.  She  repeatedly  suggested  that  he  should  retire,  but 
he  insisted  on  continuing,  and  she  dismissed  him,  but,  not- 
withstanding, he  continued  to  manage  it,  and  the  present 
petition  was  in  consequence  presented.  Mr.  Corstorphine 
has  replied  that  it  is  only  under  his  management  and  super- 
intendence that  he,  as  his  wife's  curator  and  administrator, 
will  permit  her  to  carry  on  business.  He  states  that  he  was 
a  confectioner  and  house-proprietor  in  Leith,  and  chairman 
and  managing  director  of  the  Scottish  Drug-depot  at  a 
salary  of  300Z.  a  year,  and  that  he  gave  up  his  house  in 
Edinburgh  and  his  position  there  to  take  the  management  of 
complainer's  business.  He  also  told  the  Court  about  trouble 
with  some  of  his  wife's  sons,  and  ultimately  Lord  Moncreiff , 
after  hearing  counsel,  passed  the  note  for  the  trial  of  the 
case,  but  refused  to  grant  interim  interdict.

A  Memorial  to  Professor  Bleicher. — A  movement 
has  been  set  on  foot  to  erect  a  bust  to  the  memory  of 
Professor  Bleicher,  Nancy,  who  was  assassinated  a  few 
months  ago.  Subscriptions  are  received  by  M.  Dorez, 
pharmacist,  Nancy,  President  of  the  Lorraine  Society  of 
Pharmacy. 

Convent  Pharmacists.— An  enterprising  reporter  has 
unearthed  from  French  Excise  reports  the  number  of  members 
of  monasteries  who  pay  "  patent  "  or  tradesmen's  licences  to 
the  French  Government.  From  the  total  of  5,650  we  may 
deduct  3,845  schoolmasters,  &c  ,  and  320  keepers  of  homes 
and  asylums,  leaving  about  1,500  monks  really  in  business. 
Allowing  for  607  of  them  in  the  textile  trades,  the  next  large 
class  is  the  278  "pharmacists,  herbalists,  and  druggists." 
On  the  other  hand,  one  is  surprised  to  find  only  one  doctor 
mentioned,  five  "fabricants  of  alcohol,  and  wholesale  and 
retail  spirit-dealers,"  and  the  same  number  of  "  distillers 
of  perfumed,  hygienic,  and  medicinal  extracts  and  waters." 

A  Pharmaceutical  Congress  in  Corsica.  —  By  the 
time  these  lines  appear  many  of  the  members  of  the  South- 
Eastern  Federation  of  Societies  of  Pharmacy  will  have 
embarked  for  the  isle  where  the  great  Napoleon  first  saw  the 
light.  On  September  11  the  Scientific  Society  will  meet  at  the 
College  of  Ajaccio,  and  on  Friday,  the  13th,  the  Federation 
will  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  of  Bastia.  On  the  following 
afternoon  they  expect  to  be  at  Nice  to  meet  their  fellow- 
pharmacists  of  the  Alpes-Maritimes  Department  at  the  Hotel 
de  Ville  of  that  charming  and  cosmopolitan  city.  Amongst 
the  questions  to  be  discussed  is  one  as  to  whether  apprentice- 
ship should  precede  college  study  and  qualification  (as  at 
present),  or  follow  it.  A  paper  by  Dr.  Louis  Planchon  will 
introduce  the  subject.  The  question  of  a  fund  for  providing 
old-age  pensions  for  pharmacists  will  als.o  be  considered. 
The  new  draft  pharmacy  law  and  the  latest  modifications  of 
it  proposed  may  also  come  up,  but  it  is  hardly  probable  that 
M.  Astier's  recent  propositions  will  please  the  "  anti- 
specialists  "  so  numerous  in  the  Federation. 

Inspection  of  Pharmacies.— Referring  to  the  Nancy 
pharmaceutical  tragedy,  a  writer  in  the  Pharmaoie  Ldborieuse 
(the  organ  of  the  Assistants'  Association)  questions  if  the 
inspectors  acted  legally  in  seizing  cinchona  in  M.  Four's 
laboratory.  The  law  of  Germinal,  he  states,  gives  the 
inspectors  power  to  visit  "  the  officines  and  shops  of  phar- 
macists and  druggists,"  and  to  have  their  drugs  and 
compounds  which  are  offered  for  sale  in  their  shops,  officines, 
and  laboratories  presented  to  him  for  inspection,  but  to 
penetrate,  inspect,  and  seize  in  a  laboratory  which  (like  M. 
Four's)  is  quite  separate  from  the  shop  itself  is  a  different 
matter.  The  inspector  may  require  samples  to  be  brought 
from  the  laboratory,  but  the  writer  holds  that  once  outside 
the  officine  the  powers  of  the  inspector  cease.  "More  than 
this,"  the  writer  continues,  "M.  Four  was  a  druggist,  and 
consequently  supplied  industrial  products.  He  might  have 
had  this  cinchona  for  the  use  of  liqueur-makers,  who  are  not 
permitted  to  impart  medicinal  value  to  the  kina  (cinchona) 
drinks."  The  writer  hastens  to  add  that  these  considerations 
are  not  put  forward  to  justify  [the  crime  of  M.  Four.

Borax  in  Chili. — The  German  Consul  at  Iquique  reports 
that  no  shipments  of  borax  were  made  from  the  province  of 
Tarapaca  during  1900,  as  the  European  syndicate  which  has 
secured  the  greater  part  of  the  stocks  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
is  only  working  the  Ascotan  mines  in  the  Antofagasta 
province,  and  those  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Arequipa,  Peru. 

German  Carbolic  Acid. — A  new  factory  for  the  manu- 
facture of  carbolic  acid  is  being  erected  in  Ladenburg,  near 
Mannheim,  Germany,  under  the  name  of  Chemische  Fabrik 
Ladenburg  (Limited).  Dr.  E.  Schulze,  who  has  for  many 
years  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  carbolic  acid, 
will  act  as  technical  director,  and  Mr.  Berthold  Levy, 
formerly  of  Dr.  F.  Raschig's  carbolic-works  in  Ludwigshafen, 
has  been  appointed  manager. 

Phosphorus  Matches  Prohibited  in  Holland. — A 
ministerial  order  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  importa- 
tion of  phosphorus  matches  to  an  amount  exceeding  0'22  lb. 
has  been  issued  in  the  Netherlands.  The  sale  of  the  same 
is  likewise  prohibited,  but  transit  is  allowed.  The  law  came 
into  effect  July  1,  1901,  as  regards  the  manufacture,  and  on 
January  1,  1902,  as  far  as  it  applies  to  the  importation  and 
sale  of  those  on  hand. 

APf,^.—  The  forty-ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  to  be  held  from  September  16 
to  September  21  at  the  Southern  Hotel,  St.  Louis.  The  last 
time  the  Association  met  at  St.  Louis  was  in  1871,  and 
portraits  are  given  on  the  programme  of  forty-eight  pharma- 
cists who  attended  the  meeting  of  thirty  years  ago.  The 
Association  is  divided  into  sections,  and,  as  mentioned  above, 
the  meetings  take  place  duriDg  a  whole  week,  the  strain  of 
the  scientific  work  being  relieved,  as  in  England,  by  excur- 
sions to  places  of  interest  and  visits  to  the  St.  Louis 
exposition. 

The  Proposed  Glass  Combine  in  Belgium. — Further 
particulars  are  published  by  the  Journal  de  Mons  regarding 
the  negotiations  between  the  Charleroi  glassworkers  and 
the  American  Glass-window  Company,  to  which  reference 
has  been  made  on  several  occasions  in  this  journal.  Accord- 
ing to  this  source,  the  trust  stipulates  for  the  purchase  of  at 
least  one-third  of  the  total  capital  of  the  various  factories  ; 
and  to  make  this  operation  valid  it  must  be  accepted  by  a 
sufficient  number  of  glassworks  to  represent  three -fourths  of 
the  total  output  of  the  district.  On  this  condition  the 
Americans  would  also  consent  to  incorporate  in  the  trust 
factories  which  they  do  not  financially  control.  On  the 
other  hand  they  do  not  limit  themselves  to  the  purchase  of 
one-third,  but  are  ready  to  consider  any  other  offers  if  the 
price  is  suitable.  As  far  as  a  practical  realisation  of  the 
project  is  concerned,  matters  are  already  well  advanced,  and 
many  of  the  leading  factories  are  now  past  the  stage  of 
initial  discussion  and  are  drawing  up  the  details  for  a 
definite  settlement  of  the  transaction. 

Free  Imports  into  Yucatan. — The  Mexican  Govern- 
ment has  issued  a  decree  exempting  from  the  payment  of 
Customs  and  additional  duties,  as  well  as  from  port-dues  and 
the  7-per-cent.  interior  or  stamp  tax,  for  one  year  from 
July  1,  1901,  certain  drugs,  chemicals,  &c,  imported  through 
Chetumal,  on  the  east  coast  of  the  state  of  Yucatan.  Among 
them  are  the  following : — Natural  alkaloids  (not  specified) 
and  their  salts,  antiseptic  cotton,  liquid  ammonia  and  am- 
monia carbonate,  medicine-chests,  capsules,  perles,  globules, 
lozenges,  granules,  pills,  and  medical  comfits,  and  the  empty 
capsules  of  gelatin  or  wafers,  carbonate  and  bicarbonate  of 
potash  or  soda,  common  or  photographic  collodion  of  any 
formula,  chloral,  chloroform,  medicinal  drugs,  chemicals, 
and  pharmaceutical  products  not  specified,  morphine,  pastes, 
and  medicinal  jellies,  pepsin,  permanganate  of  potash, 
medicinal  compound  powders,  quinine  and  other  alkaloids 
of  cinchona,  common  or  table  salt,  salts  and  oxides  of  all 
substances  not  specified,  medicinal  wines  (whether  or  not 
patented),  iodine,  iodoform,  cod-liver  oil,  pepper,  medicinal 
seeds  and  berries ;  medicinal  seeds  and  berries  (pulverised, 
scraped,  or  in  cakes)  ;  roots,  barks,  flowers,  herbs,  and  other 
medicinal  leaves  (pulverised,  scraped,  or  in  cakes)  ;  olive  oil 
in  jars  or  in  tin  cans,  olive  oil  in  glass  bottles,  camphor,  and 
starch.

Cape  Patents.— Among  the  patents  gazetted  for  the 
Cape  Colony  is  one  by  Fritz  Hasselmann,  of  Kurgaten, 
Bavaria,  for  "  Improvements  in  treating  wood,  and  other 
vegetable  fibres  for  preserving,  fireproofing,  and  the  like." 

Trade-marks. — Application  for  the  registration  of  the 
following  trade-mirks  have  been  made  in  Cape  Colony : — 
Messrs.  Peek  Brothers  &  Winch  (Limited),  three  pictorial 
labels  ;  also  the  word  "Mirzadan,"  covering  tea,  coffee,  and 
cocoa,  included  in  Class  45.  Messrs.  Cope  Brothers  &  Co. 
(Limited),  of  Liverpool,  six  pictorial  labels  in  respect  of 
tobacco  in  Class  45. 

The  Royal  Tour  — The  festivities  in  connection  with  the 
Royal  visit  to  Cape  Town,  particulars  of  which  we  published 
in  a  cablegram  on  August  24,  Ipage  333,  and  which  excelled 
anything  of  th3  like  ever  before  attempted  in  the  way  of 
decorations,  passed  off  successfully.  With  the  single  excep- 
tion of  an  individual  falling  through  Messrs.  Lennons' 
balcony,  with  more  damage  to  the  balcony  than  his  person, 
there  are  no  casualties  to  record.  Among  the  chemists 
taking  a  more  active  part  in  the  arrangements  were  Mr.  A.  H. 
Matthew  (Councillor,  Sea  Point),  and  Mr.  F.  W.  C.  Thomas, 
a  member  of  the  Claremont  Council. 

Cape  Medical  Council. — The  annual  report  for  1900, 
just  issued,  shows  that  the  Council  held  twenty-seven  meet- 
ings during  the  year,  a  decrease  over  previous  years,  due  to 
the  deranged  condition  of  the  country.  The  number  of 
medical  practitioners  who  applied  for  registration  was  fif  ty- 
ssven,  of  whom  four  were  refused.  The  names  of  two 
doctors  were  restored  to  the  register.  Thirteen  dentists 
applied  for  licences  to  practise,  three  failing,  however,  to 
satisfy  the  Council's  requirements  as  to  previous  training  and 
qualifications.  The  following  extract  from  the  report  shows 
the  steps  the  Council  are  taking  in  regard  to  "  infamous 
conduct " : — 

The  question  of  advertising  by  dentists  and  other  registered 
persons  received  the  Council's  most  careful  consideration,  and  in 
view  of  the  powers  delegated  by  the  13th  Section  of  the  Amend- 
ment Act  before  referred  to,  it  was  decided,  after  taking  the 
Council's  opinion  of  the  matter,  to  call  upon  all  parsons  who  were 
offending  in  this  respect  to  desist  immediately.  A  resolution  was 
passed  constituting  advertising  in  a  newspaper,  or  by  other 
similar  agency,  by  any  person  whose  name  figures  on  the  medical 
or  dental  register,  to  be  improper  and  unprofessional  conduct. 
As  a  result  of  its  action  the  Council  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  say 
that  all  advertisements  have  been  withdrawn,  and  there  has  not 
as  yet  been  any  occasion  to  take  further  steps  contemplated  by 
the  law.  It  was  found  necessary  in  only  one  case  to  take  formal 
proceedings  under  Section  13  of  the  Amendment  Act  and  to 
administer  a  caution.

Pharmaceutical  Society  op  Cape  Colony.— A  general 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony  was 


held  at  Cape  Town  on  August  15,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  A. 
Mathew),  President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  in  the  chair. 
There  were  among  others  present  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
F.  W.  C.  Thomas),  Mr.  J.  S.  Rivett  (resident-director  Lencon, 
Limited),  Mr.  A.  H.  Mathew  (Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co), 
Messrs.  Geo.  Darrell,  R.  B.  Sainsbury,  J.  S.  North,  and  W.  B. 
Jeffries.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  Magness- 
Elgar  discharged  that  gentleman's  duties.  The  previous 
minutes  having  heen  read  and  confirmed,  the  following 
business  on  the  agenda  was  dealt  with  : — 

(a)  To  amend  and  reprint  the  book  of  rulesi 
(6)  To  arrange  a  chemist's  dance. 
(c)  To  establish  a  benevolent  fund, 

It  was  unanimously  decided  to  reprint  and  distribute  the 
rules  in  pamphlet  form.  The  proposition  of  Mr.  North  to 
hold  a  dance  was  debated  at  unnecessary  length,  opinions 
being  divided  as  to  whether  the  dignity  of  the  Society  would 
not  be  compromised  by  its  taking  the  responsibility  of  a 
dance,  and  on  being  put  to  tbe  vote  those  in  favour  of  the 
Society  simply  extending  its  patronage  to  a  dance  got  up  by 
members  had  it.  A  committee  was  then  formed  consisting 
of  Mr.  North,  convener,  Mr.  F  Nisbet,  secretary,  with  about" 
six  others,  to  carry  out  the  arrangements.  Mr.  Rivett  then 
proposed  that  a  chemist's  benevolent  fund  be  established, 
and  a  committee  consisting  of  the  president  in  office,  to- 
gether with  two  subscribing  members,  be  empowered  to  vote 
such  sums  as  the  fund  may  admit  of  in  the  relief  of  urgent 
and  meritorious  cases  affecting  members  of  the  craft.  He: 
had  not  had  much  opportunity  of  judging  how  many  such 
cases  were  likely  to  crop  up,  but  considered  that  some  fund 
ought  to  be  available,  and  would  suggest  that  the  Society 
contributed  10?.  per  annum,  allowing  individual  subscribers 
to  contribute  to  the  fund  as  they  pleased.  The  speaker 
resumed  his  seat  amid  applause.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded  and  carried ;  the  first  contribution  to  be  recorded 
was  a  cheque  for  1?.  Is.  from  Mr.  E.  L  Railing.  The  follow- 
ing new  memoers  were  elected: — Robert  MacDonald,  Robert 
Keir,  James  Dell,  A.  Heaton,  J.  Buckle,  and  H.  L.  Stonham. 
There  being  no  further  business  the  proceedings  then 
terminated.

New  Laboratory  at  Allahabad. — Thanks  to  the  wise 
liberality  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  North-West 
Provinces  the  movement  in  India  towards  the  scientific  side 
of  education  is  again  advanced  by  the  addition  of  a  new 
chemical-laboratory  to  Muir  Central  College,  Allahabad^ 
The  building  is  to  cost  63  O0Or.,  and  the  ga?,  water,  and 
other  fittings,  including  a  small  engine  and  dynamo,  will 
cost  43.000r.  The  apparatus  coming  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  valued  at  700?.  a 

The  Calcutta  Municipal  Analyst. — The  last  issue  of 
the  Indian  Medical  Gazette  contains  a  trenchant  article  on 
the  vagaries  of  the  analytical  work  being  performed  for  the 
Corporation  of  Calcutta,  citing  the  case  of  a  firm  who  were 
heavily  fined  on  the  report  of  the  municipal  chemist,  whose, 
report  was  entirely  contradicted  by  both  the  chemical  examiner 
and  assistant  chemical-examiner  to  Government.  In  the. 
course  of  the  article  the  Gazette  says :  "  The  sooner  the 
analytical  work  of  the  Calcutta  municipality  is  placed  in 
more  competent  hands  the  better,  for  in  this  way  only  can 
there  be  any  guarantee  there  shall  be  no  recurrence  of  such 
travesties  of  justice  as  we  have  had  to  witness  in  this  case." 

The  Government  of  the  Malay  States  has  recently 
established  a  Research  Institute  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  near 
Singapore,  open  to  all  workers  irrespective  of  nationality. 
The  Medical  Department  is  fully  equipped  for  special  and 
general  pathological  work  for  the  scientific  study  of  clinical 
medicine,  experimental  physiology,  and  bacteriology.  A 
modern  mortuary  with  a  refrigerator-chamber  is  a  feature. 
The  Chemistry  Department  is  arranged  for  both  organic  and 
inorganic  research.  There  are,  in  addition,  a  well-stocked 
photographic  department,  facilities  for  biological  research, 
and  a  good  library.  To  members  of  scientific  commissions 
visiting  the  Malay  Peninsula  the  Institute  affords  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  for  working  up  and  preparing  collected 
mat  ?rial.

— A  lady,  whose  certificate  as  a  chemist 
from  the  New  South  Wales  Pharmacy  Board  is  made  out  in 
her  maiden  name,  has  asked  the  Board,  in  view  of  her  recent 
marriage,  what  course  is  to  be  taken  in  reference  to  regis- 
tration. The  Board  have  decided  to  issue  a  fresh  certificate 
in  the  married  name. 

Which  Pharmacopceia  1 — It  will  surprise  chemists  in 
Great  Britain  to  hear  that  in  New  South  Wales  considerable 
uncertainty  exists  as  to  whether  prescriptions  refer  to  the 
1885  or  1898  Pharmacopceia.  The  Pharmacy  Board  are 
considering  the  introduction  of  a  Bill  into  the  local  Parlia- 
ment with  a  view  to  securing  uniformity. 

A  Memorial,  Window  is  to  be  put  up  at  Wanganui  College, 
N.Z.,  in  memory  of  those  old  boys  who  have  died  in  the 
South  African  War — L.  S.  Melville,  W.  D.  Armstrong,  and 
C.  Parkinson.  Mr.  Armstrong,  who  was  apprenticed  with 
Mr.  Gatenby,  Wanganui,  went  out  from  Londor,  it  will  be 
remembered,  as  an  Army  dispenser,  and  died  of  enteric  fever 
at  Bloemfontein. 

N  Z.  Customs  Decisions.— The  following  decisions  of 
the  New  Zealand  Commissioner  of  Customs  were  recently 
gazetted : — Carbolic  acid  or  phenol  in  bottles  of  less  than 
§  lb.  as  drugs,  15  per  cent. ;  in  bottles  of  \  lb.  and  over  as 
carbolic  acid  in  bulk,  free ;  pill-boxes  of  cardboard  as  card- 
board boxes,  25  per  cent. ;  pill-boxes  of  wood  as  druggists' 
sundries,  15  per  cent. ;  poisoned  cheese  as  insecticide,  free. 

Imitating  Steedman's  Powders. — The  proceedings 
against  Mr.  J.  G.  Cooper,  chemist,  formerly  of  Lygon  Street, 
Carlton,  came  before  Mr.  Justice  a'Beckett,  in  the  Practice 
Court  of  Melbourne,  on  July  8.  There  was  no  appearance 
for  the  defendant,  and  an  injunction  was  granted  restraining 
him  from  selling  soothing-powders,  manufactured  by  him- 
self, put  up  in  wrappers  in  such  a  way  as  to  lead  the  public 
to  believe  they  were  purchasing  plaintiffs  preparations. 

Insulting  an  Examiner.— A  candidate  at  the  Final 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Tasmania 
failed  and  went  to  the  shop  of  one  of  the  examiners  and 
used  insulting  language  to  the  examiner  in  the  presence  of 
customers  and  assistants.  The  examiner  has  reported  the 
matter  to  the  Council  of  the  Society,  and  an  explanation  in 
writing  has  been  demanded  from  the  young  man.  The 
Council  expressed  astonishment  at  the  "  assurance  "  of  the 
candidate. 

'Tablespoonful  or  Half-ounce. — At  the  July  meeting 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  Victoria,  Dr.  J.  F.  Wilkinson, 
Melbourne,  moved  a  resolution,  which  was  carried,  "  that 
steps  be  taken  by  the  medical  profession,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  ensure  greater  accuracy 
in  dosage  in  the  administration  of  medicines."  Dr.  Wilkin- 
son objects  to  "  half-ounce  "  being  translated  "  tablespoonful 
by  measure,"  and  hopes  that  by  discussion  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  some  understanding 
will  be  arrived  at. 

Patent  or  Proprietart  Medicines. — The  grocers  of 
New  South  Wales  have  taken  up  the  question  of  the 
administration  of  the  Poisons  Act  by  the  Pharmacy  Board. 
The  Pharmacy  Board  interpret  the  expression  "patent 
medicines  "  (which  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Act)  in  the  legal  sense,  but  the  grocers  think  it  should 
include  all  proprietary  medicines.  The  Pharmacy  Board 
issued  to  storekeepers  a  list  of  twenty-seven  articles  con- 
taining poison  which  can  only  be  sold  by  registered  persons, 
which  the  grocers  look  upon  as  a  curtailing  of  their  rights. 

"  Fruit-salt  "  Title.— In  the  Practice  Court  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Victoria  on  July  16,  two  injunctions 


were  granted  by  consent  on  the  application  of  Messrs.  J.  C. 
Eno  (Limited),  proprietors  of  Eno's  fruit  salts.  The 
defendants  were  Walter  Cornell  and  W.  H.  Malyon,  both 
chemists,  of  Ballarat.  The  injunctions  were  similar  in  form, 
and  both  perpetually  restrained  tbe  defendant,  his  servants, 
and  agents  (1)  from  using  or  attempting  to  use  the  title 
"Fruit  Salt"  or  any  title  of  which  "Fruit  Salt"  forms  a 
part  in  connection  with  any  preparation  not  of  the  manu- 
factures or  merchandise  of  the  plaintiff  ;  or  (2)  from  using 
the  words  "  Fruit  Salt "  in  or  upon  any  labels  affixed  to 
packets,  bottles,  or  others  of  any  preparation  not  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture  or  merchandise,  or  in  any  way  repre- 
senting the  preparation  manufactured  by  or  for  him  to  be 
"Fruit  Salt";  and  (3)  from  selling  or  causing  the  same  to 
be  sold  under  the  title  "  Fruit  Salt,"  or  under  any  other  title 
of  which  "Fruit  Salt"  forms  a  part,  and  from  doing  any 
other  act  or  thing  to  induce  to  the  belief  that  the  prepara- 
tion manufactured  or  sold  by  him  is  of  the  plaintiffs'  manu- 
facture or  merchandise.  Cornell  was  ordered  to  pay  151. 15$. 
damages  and  151.  15s.  costs,  and  Malyon  no  damages,  but 
25Z.  costs. 

The  Poisons  Act  (1890)  Amendment  Bill,  which  was 
first  introduced  to  the  Legislative  Council  of  Victoria  on 
June  29,  1898,  and  reintroduced  on  July  5, 1899,  was  again  re- 
introduced on  July  9,  1901.  The  new  features  in  the 
measure  are  provision  for  making  regulations  (1)  as  to  the 
labelling  and  keeping  of  the  materials  mentioned  in  the 
exempting  clause,  and  (2)  as  to  the  inspection  of  the  poison- 
book  by  the  police,  and  imposing  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
10Z.  for  breach  of  the  regulations.  The  exemption  clause 
is  as  follows  : — 

The  Principal  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale 
(a)  Patent  or  proprietary  medicines  ; 

[The  Pharmacy  Board  has  arranged  that  an  amendment 
shall  be  moved  to  omit  paragraph  (a)  and  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  accept  it.] 
{!/)  Photographic  materials  (other  than  cyanide  of  potassium)  for 
the  purpose  of  photography  ;  or 

(c)  Cyanide  of  potassium  to  be  used  for  mining-purposes  if  sold 

in  quantities  of  not  less  than  56  lbs. ;  or 

(d)  Medicines  dispensed  by  a  registered  veterinary  surgeon  or  by 

a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  according  to  the  pre- 
scription of  a  registered  veterinary  surgeon  for  animals 
under  treatment ;  or 

(e)  Poisoned  material  for  the  destruction  of  vermin  (within  the 

meaning  of  the  Vermin  Destruction  Act,  1890) ;  or 
(/)  Packets  of  poisonous  mixtures  for  the  destruction  of  vermin 
other  than  vermin  mentioned  in  paragraph  (e) ;  or 

[An  amendment  has  been  arranged  for,  to  strike  out 
paragraph  (/)  like  paragraph  (a).] 

(g)  Fly-poison  papers ;  or 

(h)  Poisons  by  wholesale  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  whole- 

sale dealing  to  customers  known  to  them  where  an  order  in 
writing  signed  by  the  purchaser  has  been  given  for  the 
supply  of  the  same. 

The  regulations  which  govern  sale  under  the  above 
exemptions  are : — 

Every  sale  cf  any  materials  or  articles  mentioned  in  paragraphs 
(c)  (/)  and  {h)  of  sub- section  (1)  of  this  section  shall  at  the  time 
of  sale  and  before  delivery  be  entered  by  the  person  who  sells  the 
same  or  by  some  employ^,  assistant,  or  apprentice  of  such  person 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  the  date  of 
sale,  the  quantity  and  nature  of  materials  or  articles  sold,  and  the 
name  and  place  of  abode  of  the  purchaser ;  and  no  materials  or 
articles  mentioned  in  this  section  consisting  of  or  containing  any 
poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Principal  Act  shall  be  sold  or 
delivered  unless  the  bottle  or  other  vessel,  wrapper,  or  cover,  box, 
or  case  immediately  containing  such  materials  or  articles  bears  the 
word  "  Poison  "  printed  conspicuously  thereon,  together  with  the 
name  and  address  of  the  seller  thereof. 

Sale  of  Materials  containing  Poison. 
(3)  No  person  shall  sell  any  materials  or  articles  specified  in 
paragraphs  (6)  (e)  and  (/)  of  Bub-section  (1)  of  this  section  if  they 
consist  of  or  contain  any  poison  specified  in  the  First  Part  of  the 
Second  Schedule  to  the  Principal  Act  to  any  person  who  is  under 
18  years  of  age  or  who  is  unknown  to  the  vendor  unless  the  sale 
be  made  in  the  presence  of  some  witness  who  is  known  to  the 
vendor  and  to  whom  the  purchaser  is  known,  and  unless  such 
witness  and  such  purchaser  sign  their  names  and  add  their 
respective  places  of  abode  to  the  required  entry  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  before  the  delivery  of  the  materials  or 
articles  to  the  purchaser.

Thudichum.  —  On  September  7,  at  his  residence,  11 
Pembroke  Gardens,  Kensington,  of  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
John  Louis  William  Thudichum,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  M.R.C.S., 
F.C.S.  Aged  72.  Dr.  Thudichum  was  one  of  the  old  school 
of  medical  men  who  know  their  chemistry  well.  He  was  a 
German  by  birth,  and  studied  at  the  Universities  of  Giessen 
and  He'delberg.  Liebig  was  at  the  height  of  his  fame  while 
he  was  at  Giessen,  and  Dr.  Thudichum  got  his  ardent 
love  of  chemistry  from  the  great  chemist.  He  graduated  as 
MD.it  Giessen  in  1851,  and  soon  after  came  to  England. 
Here  in  1854  he  became  an  M.R.C.S.,  and  began  medical 
practice,  but  most  of  his  attention  was  given  to  the  study  of 
pathological  chemistry  and  other  chemical  subjects.  He  did 
work  for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Privy  Council  in 
regard  to  the  identification  of  disease  by  chemical  methods, 
which  was  embodied  in  reports  published  between  1868  and 
1882.  Meanwhile  he  had  held  positions  of  lecturer  of 
pathological  chemistry  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  and  was 
professor  of  medicine  of  the  Medical  Society  of  London  in 
1854.  Latterly  he  was  best  known  to  chemists  through  his 
treatise  on  ["  The  Origin,  Nature,  and  Varieties  of  Wines," 
published  in  1871  in  association  with  Dr.  Dnpre.  He  had 
been  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society  from  1860,  and  served 
on  the  Council  in  1879-80.  His  son,  Mr.  George  Duprc 
Thudichum,  F.C.3.,  was  formerly  on  the  London  County 
Council  laboratories  staff,  and  is  now  a  partner  with  Mr. 
W.  J.  Dibdin,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  formerly  director  of  the 
laboratories.

THE  exhibition-season  is  fairly  upon  us.  Last  Saturday 
the  ninth  annual  international  one  embracing  bakers, 
confectioners,  and  allied  traders  was  opened  at  the  Agri- 
cultural Hall,  Islington,  N.,  and  closes  on  this  date  (Septem- 
ber 14),  at  6  p.m.  There  is  comparatively  little  in  it  of 
direct  interest  to  chemists  and  druggists,  but  a  connectiDg- 
link  is  formed  between  this  exhibition  and  one  that  we 
recently  reported  of  all  the  soda-fountains  that  were 
exhibited  at  the  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  and  a  few  other 
things  amnion  to  the  shopkceping  classes  generally. 
Messrs.  Stiles's  l.OOOZ.  fountain  is  again  to  the  fore.  It  is 
desirable  to  mention  here  that  Messrs.  Farrow  &  Jackson's 
fountains,  of  which  there  are  several  examples,  are  made 
from  beautifully  enamelled  slate.  In  another  maker's 
counter-fountain  (Messrs.  J.  P.  Jackson  &  Co.)  the  dis- 
charge-nozzle is  a  cylinder  that  receives  the  whole  of  the 
drink  before  it  is  discharged  into  the  tumbler.  We  found 
in  the  gallery  a  very  comprehensive  exhibit  of  cash-tills  by 
Messrs.  C.  Gledhill  &  Sons  (Limited),  and  carried  away 
samples  of  vouchers  printed  by  one  of  the  voucher-tills  that 
this  firm  are  now  making  a  strong  feature  of,  and  which 
work  with  charming  simplicity.  A  few  paces  from  this 
exhibit  is  one  by  Mr.  Thomas  O'Brien,  in  which  there  is  a 

combined  desk  and 
check-till  that  re- 
sembles an  ordinary 
counter  writing- 
desk  ;  but  two-thirds 
of  it  consists  of  the 
desk  proper,  and  the 
other  third  on  the 
right  is  a  check-till. 
Mr.  O'Brien  is  also 
exhibiting  a  specimen 
of  an  invalid's  table, 
which  he  manufac- 
tures for  the  patentee 
and  puts  on  the  mar- 
ket. As  many  of  our 
readers  are  some- 
times asked  where 
things  of  this  kind 
can  be  obtained,  we 
give  a  figure  of  it 
here.  The  position 
of  the  table  shown  is 
that  which  it  is  to 
be  in  when  the  in- 
valid is  in  bed.  It  can 
also  be  adapted  for  one  sitting  in  achair  or  lyiEg  upon  acouch. 
It  is  well  made,  and  is  not  dear.  On  the  ground  floor  the 
National  Cash- register  Company  have  a  magnificent 
display  of  their  well-known  tills.  One  of  these  has  a  new 
attachment  at  the  side  for  recording  the  total  sales  made 
during  a  da>'s  business,  the  arrangement  consisting  of  a 
tape  of  paper  about  §  inch  wide,  upon  which  the  sum  of 
each  sale  is  printed  when  registered  by  the  keys,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  day  the  total  can  easily  be  reckoned  up.  Addi- 
tional keys  can  be  added  to  the  till  in  order  that  the  sales- 
man responsible  for  each  sale  can  be  traced.  Voucher- 
printing,  now  looked  for  by  customers,  is  also  provided. 

Cocoa  and  chocolate  are  a  strong  feature  in  the  Exhibi- 
tion, as  might  be  expected.  The  principal  exhibits  are  by 
BoiSEtLiER,  of  Watford  (who  has  been  making  very  rapid 
strides  of  late,  and  has  come  into  the  front  rank  so  far  as 
artistic  finish  and  quality  are  concerned),  and  Caleys,  of 
Norwich,  who  have  a  very  attractive  and  large  exhibit 
in  the  central  portion  of  the  Exhibition.  In  connection 
with  cocoa-manufacture  there  is  an  exhibit  of  machinery 
manufactured  by  Messrs.  Paul  Franke  &  Co.,  of  Leipzig, 
which  is  well  worth  inspection  by  those  connected  with 
manufacturing  pharmacy,  as  it  comprises  several  machines 
from  which  they  can  pick  up  a  hint  or  two.  We  were 
particularly  interested  in  a  cocoa-butter  hydraulic  press, 
which  expresses  the  fat  from  the  cocoa-beans  without  the 
use  of  bags.  There  is  also  a  grindiDg-machine  of  peculiar 
construction  :  the  cocoa  to  be  ground  enters  a  hopper  at  the 


top,  and  falls  upon  a  flat  disc  of  hardened  steel  with  file-like 
surface,  and  on  this  it  is  thoroughly  shredded.  From 
this  compartment  the  ground  cocoa  descends  to  a  trough,  in 
which  move  two  small  granite  mill-wheels,  where  it  is 
reduced  to  exceedingly  fine  powder.  As  much  as  12  to 
13  cwt.  per  day  can  be  ground  by  the  machine.  There  is 
another  clever  machine  for  making  milk-chocolate  (a  com- 
bination of  cocoa-butter  and  condensed  milk  in  powder, 
with  a  modicum  of  chocolate-powder),  the  whole  of  the 
work  being  done  under  cover  and  in  an  automatic  manner. 
Alongside  this  exhibit  is  one  of  mechanical  mixers  by 
Messrs.  Werner,  Ppleiderer  &  Perkins  (Limited),  and 
not  far  from  it  Messrs.  W.  Gardner  &  Sons,  of  Gloucester, 


show  specimens  of  their  mixers  and  sifters.  One  of  these, 
which  attracted  our  attention  is  illustrated  above.  It  is  an 
ordinary  mixer  and  sifter  with  an  attachment  for  spraying 
flavouring  ingredients  upon  the  powder  as  it  descends  from 
the  sifter  to  the  mixer.  The  attachment  consists  of  a  bottle, 
to  contain  the  essence,  with  a  spray-tube  in  it  that  is  blown 
by  foot-bellows.  The  stream  of  finely- divided  essence  goes 
right  over  the  mixing- chamber,  and  the  powder  cannot 
escape  the  flavour,  which  is  admirably  distributed.  The 
machine  strikes  us  as  being  good  fcr  tooth-powders,  toilet- 
powders,  and  other  articles  of  that  nature  which  have  to  be 
impregEated  with  essential  oils. 

In  confectionery  there  is  comparatively  little  on  show  that 
concerts  the  drug- trade,  but  we  were  rather  startled  by  an 
exhibit  of  American  confectiorery,  including  gum  goods, 
shown  by  Messrs.  Henderson,  Simpson  &  Co.  It  is  sur- 
prising to  note  that  good-looking  crystallised  jujubes  can  be 
p^ced  on  this  market  at  2\d.  per  lb.,  but  there  they  are,  and 
although  they  lack  the  luscious  taste  of  the  first-class 
crystallised  gum  jujube  they  appear  to  meet  a  public 
demand.  The  same  exhibitors  are  agents  for  a  solution  of 
chemicals  called  "  Avizol,"  which  is  used  by  confectioners  to 
enable  them  to  make  drier  and  whiter  boiled  sweets,  using 
a  larger  proportion  of  glucose  and  darker  grades  of  sugar 
than  is  ordinarily  employed.  "Avizol"  is  new  to  this 
country,  but  is  being  tried,  with  the  result  that  it  is  likely 
to  enable  sweet-makers  to  turn  out  good-looking  stuff  from 
inferior  materials.  We  might  mention  here  a  number  of 
exhibits  of  essences  and  chemical  products  used  in  bakery 
and  confectionery,  the  principal  being  the  London 
Essence  Company.  We  also  noticed  a  good  exhibit  by  the 
Liverpool  Phosphates  Company,  who  are  the  makers  of 
cream  phosphate,  a  cream- of -tartar  substitute,  which,  being 
non-injurious  to  health,  does  not  infringe  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  and  is  consequently  replacing  alum. 

A  few  milk-products  are  exhibited.  The  International 
Plasmon  (Limited)  show  Siebold's  milk  albumin,  or 
plasmon,  chiefly  in  demonstration  of  the  utility  of  this 
highly  nutritious  material  as  an  addition  to  chocolate  and 
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breadstuffs.  Dr.  C.  Virchow's  report  on  plasmon  is  par- 
ticularly interesting,  because  it  records  the  experience  of 
nineteen  days'  feeding  in  which  plasmon  was  practically  the 
only  nitrogenous  food  taken,  and  the  results  were  satis- 
factory in  sustaining  the  body  weight  and  in  other  respects. 
Prideaux's  Pure  Casein  and  Life  Food  Company 
(Limited)  exhibit  their  "Casumen"  and  samples  of  flour, 
bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  chocolate,  and  other  foodstuffs  con- 
taining from  7  to  50  per  cent,  of  casumen  powder.  We  may 
recall  that  this  article  contains  not  only  over  86  per  cent,  of 
albuminoids,  but  a  proportion  of  fit  and  mineral  matter. 
There  is  a  new  condensed  milk  shown  by  the  Swiss  Milk 
Societt.  It  is  called  the  "Cow's  Head"  brand  of  Swiss 
milk,  but  there  is  also  another  variety  of  it  intended  for  sale 
by  chemists,  called  "  Edelweiss."  The  milk  is  sterilised,  *hen 
condensed,  and  contains  no  added  sugar,  and  when  diluted 
is  exceptionally  rich  both  in  constituents  and  flavour. 
Messrs.  GJbertson,  of  St.  Andrew  Street,  are  distributing 
agents. 

The  Welsh  Grape-juice  Company  exhibit  non-alcoholic 
wines  made  in  the  United  States  from  grapes,  5  lbs.  of  which 
yield  about  16  oz.  of  juice.  This  is  sterilised  and  bottled 
without  the  addition  of  antiseptics,  and  there  are  several 
varieties  for  sale  by  chemists.  Messrs.  Grimwade,  Ridley 
&  Co.,  of  Ipswich,  exhibit  castor  and  icing  sugars,  as  well  as 
confectionery  and  essences.  They  show  four  kinds  of  castor 
sugar,  and  a  variety  of  powdered  sugars,  such  as  those  used 
in  making  sherbet,  saline,  and  the  like,  different  grades,  of 
course,  being  used  for  different  purposes. 

Thanks  to  the  energies  of  the  British  Bee-keepers' Associa- 
tion, there  are  splendid  displays  of  British  honey  and  wax, 
which  have  been  arranged  by  Mr.  W.  Herrod,  of  the  Horti- 
cultural College,  Swanley,  Kent,  the  Association's  honey- 
expert.  We  had  an  interesting  conversation  with  Mr.  Herrod 
in  regard  to  English  honey,  in  which  we  learnt  that  the 
flowers  from  which  English  honey  is  chiefly  gathered  are 
mustard  and  limes — these  give  pale- coloured  honies — senfoil, 
and  clover.  There  are  between  160  and  170  different  samples 
exhibited,  and  a  few  of  the  colourless  varieties  have  already 
commenced  to  crystallise,  though  they  are  of  recent  collec- 
tion. Rapid  crystallisation,  Mr.  Herrod  tells  us,  is  a  charac- 
teristic of  pale  honey.  It  has  been  reported  in  pharmaceutical 
circles  that  paraffin  is  used  as  a  foundation  for  the  combs, 
but  this,  Mr.  Herrod  sajs,  is  an  entirely  erroneous  idea,  for 
bees  will  not  build  upon  foundations  containing  paraffin.  In 
fact,  nearly  all  the  wax  produced  in  this  country  is  used 
over  again  for  making  foundations,  and  the  insufficiencies 
are  supplied  chiefly  with  Chilian  wax.  We  are  glad  to  hear 
that  bee-keeping  is  growing  in  Great  Britain,  and  the 
demand  for  British  honey  is  better  than  the  supply.  There 
is  a  slight  export  of  the  article,  chiefly  to  Englishmen 
abroad.  It  is  peculiar  that  Scotch  bee-keepers  get  a  better 
price  for  their  honey  than  English  bee-keepers.  The  latter 
average  about  8d.  per  lb.  in  the  comb,  but  in  Scotland  from 
1*.  to  Is.  Qd.  is  easily  obtained  for  good  heather  honey.

Company,  J.  Harrison  Carter,  J.  Defries  &  Sons  (Limited), 
W.  B.  Fordham  &  Sons  (Limited),  Lamson  Paragon  Supply 
Company  (Limited),  Mansell,  Hunt,  Catty  &  Co.  (Limited), 
Pamall  &  Sons  (Limited),  Rothschild  &  Baker,  Spratt's 
Patent  (Limited),  Edme  (Limited),  and  Young's  Patent 
Hygienic  Bin  Syndicate,  of  articles  which  we  have  already 
had  opportunities  of  reporting  upon.

The  floor-space  is  occupied 
by  half  a  dozen  stands,  each  running  the  full  length  of  the 
building,  while  the  walls  are  utilised  to  .exhibit  carded 
goods,  showcards,  &o.,  illustrative  of  the  firm's  products. 
The  examples  of  pharmaceutical  cabinet-making  from  the 
firm's  own  workshops  are  handsome  and  up-to-date,  and 
the  selection  of  accessories,  such  as  hand-labelled  shop- 
rounds  and  specie-jars,  balances  pill-machines,  suppository 
and  other  moulds,  is  comprehensive.  Elastic  stockings, 
belts,  trusses,  and  other  surgical  sundries  are  also  well 
represented  ;  infants'  and  invalids'  requisites  are  much  in 
evidence  ;  but  the  stand  of  perfumes,  colognes,  toilet  prepara- 
tions, and  milled  soaps  bearing  the  trade  name  of  "  Delvoix" 
is  the  leading  thing.  A  stand  of  trade-books — chiefly  of  the 
C.  D-  series — was  discovered  tucked  away  in  a  corner. 
Why?  Because,  said  Mr.  Saunders,  we  show  them  last, 
as  visitors,  when  they  get  at  the  books  first,  spend  a  good 
half-hour  sampling  the  contents,  somswhat  to  the  detriment 
of  other  business. 

Draught  Aerated  Beverages.— Camwal  (Limited), 
Pembroke  Street,  Caledonian  Road,  N,  announce  that  they 
are  prepared  to  supply  chemists  with  the  complete  plant  for 
retailing  aerated  beverages  on  draught.  The  principal  part 
of  the  apparatus  is  a  patented  draught  arm  which  allows  of 
the  aerated  beverage  being  drawn  off  without  loss  of  carbonic- 
acid  gas.  When  water  is  drawn  from  a  syphon  it  is  not  long 
before  it  becomes  quite  "flat"  in  the  tumbler  due  to  the 
complete  breaking  up  of  the  aerated  water  as  it  emerges  from 
the  syphon.  It  is  the  object  of  the  patent  tap  to  prevent 
this  and  water  drawn  from  it  retains  gas  for  hours.  It  is  not 
of  course  necessary  in  practice  that  the  water  should  retain 
the  gas  for  so  long,  but  the  gain  is  great  in  being  able  to 


present  a  beverage  saturated  with  gas.  The  aerated  water  is 
supplied  by  Camwal  in  10-gal.  cylinders  made  of  copper 
with  enamelled  lining  so  as  to  avoid  the  possibility  of 
metallic  contamination.  A  cylinder  is  connected  with  a  coil 
of  silver  lined  tubing  in  a  cooling-box  in  which  ice  is  kept 
and  after  cooling  passes  on  to  the  patent  top  above.  The 
apparatus  can  be  hired  or  bought  with  the  exception  of  the 
patent  tap  which  is  rented  by  arrangement  with  Premier 
Aeration  (Limited),  the  proprietors  of  the  patent.  An 
important  feature  of  the  tap  is  that  small  quantities  of 


beverage  can  be  delivered  into  the  tumbler:  with  some  other 
taps  subsequently  patented  the  whole  §  pint  of  water 
must  be  drawn  before  the  reservoir  is  filled  again.  Camwal 
also  supply  the  various  syrups  which  in  conjunction  with 
aerated  water  make  the  popular  beverages.  The  apparatus 
is  in  the  form  of  a  cabinet,  4  feet  6  inches  high,  18  inches 
wide,  and  projects  18  inches  from  the  wall,  but  where  space  is 
very  limited  the  tap  only  need  be  placed  in  the  pharmacy, 
piping  being  conneited  it  with  the  cylinder  placed  in  any 
convenient  spot.

PiluLJE,  "'pills  (continual). 

A DISPENSER  should  be  familiar  with  the  mode  of  com- 
pounding three  mercurials — -calomel,  grey  powder,  and 
•corrosive  sublimate.  For  calomel  nothing  seems  better  than 
the  use  of  manna  as  an  excipient,  nothing  more  satisfactory 
or  easier  to  manipulate.  These  pills  are  usually  kept  in 
■stock  in  2  or  3  gr.  doses. 

The  beginner  must  not  get  confused  by  the  various  names 
given  to  the  first-mentioned  mercurial.  The  oldest  and  best 
term  is  calomel,  a  title  subject  to  ni  misunderstanding.  It 
is  also  known  officially  as  hydrargyri  subchloridum,  hydrar- 
gyri chloriduoa  (as  distinct  from  bichloriduu),  and  by  its 
English  chem;cal  name,  mercurous  chloride  (as  distinct  from 
mercuric).  'E /to  variations  are  seen  in  the  following  pre- 
scriptions : —

To  render  patent  remedies — as  aconitina,  atropina,  strych- 
■fljina,  and  similar  substances — diffusible,  add  a  minute 


quantity  of  pure  glycerin  before  their  being  made  into  a 
ma<=s. 

Powdered  sugar  of  milk  is  also  recommended  as  a  tritura- 
tion to  effect  perfect  diffusion. 

The  reason  why  hydrargyri  perchloridum  when  ordered 
to  be  silvered,  must  be  varnished  first  is  that,  unprotected, 
the  corrosue  nature  of  the  sublimate  would  assert  itself  and 
eat  through  any  thickness  of  silver  leaf. 

Fractional  weights  are  conveniently  calculated  by  means 
of  sugar  of  milk.  Supposing,  for  instance,  twelve  pills  are 
wanted  containing  each  gr.  Jj  strychnine.  Weigh  1  gr.  of 
strychnine  and  tiiturate  witn  15  gr.  of  sugar  of  milk,  of 
which  mixture  take  12  gr.,  and  reject  the  remainder. 

But  if  =  |.  Dilute  1  gr.  of  strychnine  with  7  gr  of  sugar  of 
milk,  of  which  mixture  take  6  gr.  and  reject  the  remainder. 
Suppose  we  want  gr.  Jj  hydrarg.  perchlorid.  in  a  pill,  twenty 
b  jing  ordered.

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Scientific  proofs. 


The  Formula  of  Indigo.— Some  years  ago  the  old  formula 
for  indigo  bad  to  be  doubled,  as  the  result  of  more  modern  in- 
vestigations, and  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  regarding 
Ci6H10N20o  as  the  formula  of  this  compound  beyond  dispute. 
But,  according  to  Vaubel  (Chem.  Ztit.,  1901,  69),  solid  indigo 
has  a  molecular  weight  of  524,  corresponding  to  double  this 
formula.  An  examination  of  the  proposed  constitutional  formula 
on  this  basis  shows  that  practically  all  the  syntheses  and 
reactions  of  indigo  are  as  well  explained  on  this  as  on  the  other 
formula. 

Phellandrene  -  containing-  Oils.  —  Schreiner  (Chem. 
Central.  1901,  ii.  544)  states  that  the  phellandrene  nitrosite 
obtained  from  the  oils  of  pimento  and  ginger  is  of  a  different 
character  from  that  obtained  from  eucalyptus  oils.  Starting  with 
a  eucalyptus  oil  rich  in  phellandrene,  ep.  gr.  0'869?,  and  rot.  p. 
—  53°  Zb',  he  obtained  crude  phellandrene  nitrosite  which  had 
rot.  p.  +  28  5°  ;  he  then  obtained  by  recrystallisation  from  acetic 
ether,  and  by  fractional  crystallisation  from  methyl  alcohol,  two 
nitrosites,  of  which  one  melted  at  120°-121°  C,  and  had  a  rot.  p. 
of  +  123-5°  G.  in  chloroform ;  and  the  other  melted  at  105°-106°  C, 
and  had  a  rot.  p.  of  —  36°  C.  in  chloroform.  The  melting-point  of 
the  nitrosite  has  been  variously  recorded  by  other  observers  as 
lyingbetween  9i°  and  106°  C.  The  explanation  of  these  differences 
is  clearly  that  either  two  nitrosites  of  phellandrene  or  the  nitrosites 
of  two  different  terpeces  are  usually  present.  A  careful  fraction- 
ation of  the  nitrosite  from  ginger  oil  separated  it  into  phellandrene 
nitrosite,  melting  at  120°-12l°  C,  another  nitrosite  melting  at 
94°  C,  and  zingiberine  nitrosite  melting  at  97°-98°  C. 

Oil  of  Orange. — Stephan  [Jour.  fur.  Prakt.  Chem.,  1901, 
523)  publishes  an  account  of  his  fresh  researches  on  the  essential 
oil  of  sweet  oranges.  After  separating  over  £0  per  cent,  of  dextro- 
limonene  from  the  oil  by  fractional  distillation,  he  obtained  about 
3  per  cent,  of  residue.  This  was  a  liquid  of  oily  consistence, 
which  when  shaken  with  sodium  bisulphite,  yielded  a  crj  stalline 
compound.  This  was  washed  with  alcohol  and  ether,  and  then 
decomposed  in  the  usual  manner  by  means  of  sodium  carbonate. 
The  resulting  liquid,  which  is  separated  from  the  aqueous  layer, 
was  purified  by  rectification.  On  further  examination  it  proved 
to  be  normal  decylic  aldehyde,  C]0H2uO.  The  portion  which  did 
not  combine  with  the  bisulphite  was  then  warmed  with  alcoholic 
potash  in  ordsr  to  saponify  the  esters  present.  From  these 
caprylic  acid  was  separated.  The  principal  alcohols  present 
proved  to  be  normal  nonylic  alcohol,  linalol  and  terpinenol. 
Stephan  denies  that  there  is  either  citral  or  citronellal  present  in 
oil  of  orange,  and  considers  that  that  found  by  both  Semmler  and 
Parry  was  due  to  the  presence  of  lemon  oil  in  the  orange  oil 
examined.  Stephan  points  out  that  linalol  was  discovered  first 
in  oil  of  orange  by  E.  J.  Parry,  but  omits  to  mention  that  this 
chemist  also  found  buytric  ac^d  and  the  immediately  higher 
homologues  of  the  acid  present  in  the  form  of  ebters.  Parry  also 
found  methyl  anthranilate  in  the  oil,  an  observation  since  con- 
firmed by  Schimmel's  chemists,  but  to  which  no  reference  is 
made  in  the  present  paper,  which  entirely  omits  mentioning  the 
presence  of  this  body  in  the  oil. 

Citroptene. — A  paper  on  the  stearoptene  of  lemon  oil, by 
Ernst  Schmidt,  appears  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Apotlieker  Zeitxmq 
(1901,  619;.  He  points  out  that  the  compound  has  been 
examined  by  numerous  chemists,  the  first  of  whom  to  assign  a 
formula  to  the  body  was  Mulder,  who  described  it  as  (C2H401n. 
It  melted  at  46°  C,  and  sublimed  at  higher  temperatures. 
Berthelot  came  to  entirely  different  conclusions.  He  found  that 
the  body  melted  at  100°,  and  possessed  the  formula  C20H30O9. 
More  recently  Crismer  has  examined  the  body,  and  he  described 
it  as  a  compound  of  the  formula  C10H10O4,  and  melting  at 
143°-144°.  Von  Soden  isolated  crystalline  needles  which  showed 
a  blue  fluoresence  in  alcohol,  melting  at  146°-147°.  This  appears 
to  be  identical  with  the  compound  isolated  by  Crismer,  and  with 
the  limettin  from  lime  oil  isolated  by  Tilden  and  Beck.  Theulier 
reported  that  he  had  isolated  from  the  residue  of  the  distillation 
in  the  preparation  of  terpeneless  oil  of  lemon  both  this  compound 
and  an  amorphous  compound  melting  at  76°.  Lastly,  Burgess 
recently  claimed  to  have  discovered  two  new  substances,  of 
which  one  melted  at  145°  and  showed  a  blue  fluorescence  in 
alcohol.  This  body  is  clearly  that  previously  described.  The 
main,  high-melting  compound  has  now  been  isolated  in  quantity 
and  thoroughly  examined.  It  melts,  according  to  the  present 
author,  at  147°,  and  the  name  citroptene  is  retained  for  it.  It 
corresponds,  not  with  the  formula  suggested  by  Crismer,  but  with 
that  of  Tilden  for  limettir,  ChHiqOj.  It  contains  two  methoxy 
groups.  A  well-defined  dibromide  was  obtained  in  yellow  needles, 
which  melted  between  250°  and  260°.  The  citroptene  appears  to 
have  the  character  of  a  lactone,  or  internal  anhydride.  From 
the  residues  other  compounds  were  obtained,  which  are  being 
examined.    One  of  these  is  a  phenol  melting  at  89°. 
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Himself. 

The  above  is  a  concentraticn  in  space  of  a  letter  received  frcm 
Mr.  Fred  Reynolds,  apparently  to  explain  why  there  is  no  single 
sketch  this  week.  It  is  topical  enough,  we  daresay,  of  what  other 
pharmacists  are  doing  or  would  like  to  be  doing.  The  letter  came 
to  us  from  a  Welsh  waterirjg- place  with  a  name  which  we  dare  not 
mention,  and  several  sheets  of  it—  depicting  F.  R.  at  tea,  at  supper, 
and  in  bed — have  not  been  reproduced.

The  Apprenticeship  Letters 

published  last  week  abundantly 
justify  the  alarmist  tone  taken  up  by  the  C.  Jy  B.  in  reference 
to  the  new  Preliminary  regulations.  The  truth  is  our 
educationalist  cranks  have  rushed  us,  and  we  are  only  now 
realising  our  blunder.  Last  week's  letters  in  response  to  the 
editorial  request  (barring  the  last  one,  which  refers  to  "  late 
years  ")  show  fourteen  new  apprentices  not  entitled  to  regis- 
tration, against  four  who  are  entitled.  If  this  is  an  average 
sample,  it  means  the  abandonment  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in 
the  very  near  future.  There  will  not  be  enough  qualified 
men  to  fairly  meet  the  public  requirements,  and  the  result 
will  be  that  the  Privy  Council  will  license  persons  who  do 
not  know  algebra  to  sell  the  necessary  oxalic  acid.  The  bulk 
of  such  licensees  will  be  the  "errand-lads  and  porters"  who, 
as  "  Eboracum  "  says,  are  being  trained  by  chemists  to  help 
them  because  apprentices  from  the  cultured  classes  are  not 
to  be  got. 

Tears,  Idle  Tears. 

I  know  not  what  they  mean.  I  am  referring 
just  now  to  the  particular  consolatory  tear  which  Mr.  C.  C. 
Bell  would  like  to  shed  over  "  the  golden  days  of  our  call- 
ing"; those  happy  days  "when  the  chemist  made  with  his 
hands  most  of  the  galenicals  and  some  of  the  chemicals  he 
afterwards  dispensed."  No  one  would  be  so  churlish  as  to 
grudge  Mr.  Bell  the  luxury  of  his  tear,  but  he  can  hardly 
plant  it  on  us  as  a  genuine  distillation  "  from  the  depth  of 
some  divine  despair."  Mr.  Bell  can  step  into  his  back  shop 
and  start  making  his  blue  ointment,  his  family  antibilious 
pills,  and  his  extract  of  dandelion  to-morrow  if  he  likes,  and 
so  live  again  next  week  in  those  regretted  golden  dajs,  "the 
days  that  are  no  more."  But  he  will  not  do  anything  of  the 
sort.  Why?  Because  he  can  get  those  things  made  for  him  by 
machinery  better  and  cheaper  than  he  can  make  them  him- 
self, he  meanwhile  employing  his  time  to  better  advantage. 
The  golden  days  of  pharmacy  are  open  to  us  all,  but  we 
evidently  prefer  the  present  ones.  The  only  conclusion  I 
can  infer  from  this  is  that  these  are  goldener. 

But  What  Then  ? 

Are  we  to  be  mere  countermen  buying  some- 
body's soap  or  some  other  person's  pills  at  one  price  and 
selling  them  again  at  5  or  10  per  cent,  profit,  whichever  rate 
the  almighty  cutter  graciously  consents  to  leave  us  1  That 
depends  on  ourselves.  Since  the  golden  days  of  pill-making 
by  fiDgers  a  whole  universe  of  science  has  been  explored  and 
mapped  out,  and  there  are  manifold  paths  in  this  region 
wherein  the  pharmacist  can  choose  to  walk  to  his  own  profit 
as  well  as  to  that  of  his  fellow-wayfarers.  There  are  photo- 
graphy, microscopy,  x  rays,  scientific  apparatus,  sanitation 
(including  antisepsis  and  disinfection),  or,  still  more  closely 
allied  to  his  own  business,  the  vast  field  of  new  remedies  and 
new  appliances,  on  any  of  which  lines,  with  a  little  trouble, 
he  can  make  himself  an  authority  and  secure  a  market  for 
his  knowledge.  The  architect  might  as  reasonably  pine 
after  brick-making  as  the  pharmacist  after  pill-making  with 
such  opportunities  facing  him. 

The  Educational  Number 

of  the  C.  <?'  B.  thirty-one  years  ago, 
when  for  the  first  time  specific  information  in  regard  to 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  qualifications  and  the  means  of 
obtaining  them  were  compiled,  is  worth  contrasting  with 
the  current  one.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  School,  the 
North  London  School  (conducted  by  the  late  Mr.  Braith- 
waite),  and  the  South  London  School  (Dr.  Muter's)  were  the 
only  schools  of  pharmacy  advertised  in  that  issue.  Besides 
these  a  few  medical  and  scientific  schools  had  announce- 


ments, and  there  appeared  also  a  funny  little  advertisement 
inviting  "  qualified  gentlemen  "  who  were  desirous  of  obtain- 
ing foreign  degrees  (Ph.D  ,  M.D.,  &c.)  to  apply  to  a  certain 
Dr.  S.  Happily  Dr.  S.'s  simple  system  has  been  beaten  in 
the  competition.  Now  the  only  road  to  a  degree  or  diploma 
is  one  which  involves  a  long  course  of  hard  work — too  hard, 
I  think  ;  but  that  is  only  a  foolish  personal  opinion.  One 
thing  is  worth  saying.  There  are  some  clever  youths  who 
get  through  the  examination  without  going  to  a  college. 
They  are  deserving  of  honour  ;  but  to  try  to  do  so  when  it 
is  possible  to  take  a  course  of  instruction  at  a  well-appointed 
establishment  is  false  economy,  however  clever  the  candidate 
may  be.  It  is  like  walking  and  carrying  your  own  luggage 
when  you  can  do  the  journey  by  train. 

Examination  Gluttons 

who  want  some  more  worlds  to  conquer 
when  they  have  accomplished  the  Minor,  would  be  well 
advised  to  consider  the  veterinary  curriculum  which  was 
admirably  condensed  on  page  433  of  last  week's  C  <$•  B.  The 
young  pharmacist  with  a  business  in  prospect,  especially  if  it 
be  a  country  one,  can  almost  ensure  a  fortune  by  adding  the 
veterinary  diploma  to  his  pharmaceutical  qualification, 
provided  always  that  he  is  not  afraid  to  handle  a  horse,  or  a 
cow,  or  a  dog.  There  is,  at  all  everts,  infinitely  more  value 
in  it  than  in  the  Major  certificate.  Tho  veterinary  trade 
can  still  be  made  the  best-paying  part  of  a  chemist's 
business.  Mothers  love  their  children,  but  they  expect  to 
have  them  cured  of  any  of  their  complaints  for  \\&.  ;  no 
farmer  grudges  2,?.  6d  for  a  remedy  for  a  calf  or  a  colt 
which  may  save  its  life.  A  chemist's  shop  in  a  good  agri- 
cultural district  with  a  veterinary  surgeon  associated  with 
it — a  man  who  really  knows  all  about  animals  and  their 
diseases,  and  one  who  can  convince  their  owners  that  he 
possesses  this  knowledge — is  an  enterprise  I  should  like  to 
have  some  shares  in. 

The  Certificate  Designs 

of  the  schools  of  pharmacy  published 
in  miniature  last  week  are  interesticg.  I  do  not  propose  to 
comment  on  them  from  an  artistic  point  of  view,  though  I 
think  I  could  say  some  nice  things  of  some  of  them.  But 
perhaps  I  may  offer  two  opinions  :  (1)  that  the  word  "Mr." 
which  appears  in  a  few  of  them  is  out  of  place  ;  and  (2)  that 
they  all  ought  to  have  a  Latin  motto.  To  adorn  documents 
of  this  character  is  about  the  chief  use  of  the  Latin  language 
now.  Latin  all  through  the  certificate  wou'd  be  effective. 
There  are  plenty  of  familiar  and  suitable  mottoes  not  yet 
appropriated,  such  as  our  old  friends  "Finis  coronat  opus," 
"  Semper  paratus,"  "  Sic  itur  ad  astra,"  and  "  Per  angusta  ad 
augusta."  But  ifc  might  be  as  Will  to  choose  something  a 
little  less  trite.  "  Ope  et  consilio  "  ("  By  help  and  advice") 
would  be  an  appropriate  one  for  a  college ;  "  Nemo  solus 
sapit"  ("No  one  becomes  wise  alone")  has  a  s'.ightly  double 
meaning;  "jMinores  erimus  omnes"  has  perhaps  too  much 
of  a  double  meaning;  but  "Si  vis  pacem,  para  examina- 
tionem  "is  an  adaptation  from  the  Latin  which  exactly 
expresses  whit  the  principals  want  to  say. 

The  Badge-money 

does  not  appaar  to  come  in  very  nimbly 
Week  after  week  the  editor  of  the  Pharmascutical  Journal 
reminds  his  readers  of  the  button  or  breastplate  or  whatever 
it  is  to  be  and  implores  divisional  secretaries  and  others  to 
send  in  contributions,  however  small.  At  first  the  opportunity 
of  subsciibirg  sums  "not  exceeding  half  a  guinea"  was 
generously  offered  ;  the  rush  did  not  seem  to  b3  tremendous, 
and  later  it  was  thought  that  that  notification  might  have 
been  overlooked;  now  the  time  for  threats  has  come.  The 
list  of  subscribers  will  soon  be  published,  and  woe  unto  you 
if  you  are  not  included.  How  was  this  absurd  scheme  of 
decorating  the  President  hatched  ?  Nobody  seems  to  know. 
Mr.  Atkins  first  alluded  to  it  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  May,  and  Mr.  Carteighe  "  drew 
attention  to  a  very  handsome  design  "  of  the  badge  after  the 
public  business  was  completed  at  the  June  Council-meeting.

Bbitorial  Comments, 


Winter  Work. 

With  the  approach  of  October  the  Secretaries  of  the- 
sixty  edd  local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  will  be  turning- 
their  thoughts  to  the  preparation  of  the  annual  rrogrammes 
of  meetings  for  the  winter  session.  Not  all  the  Secretaries, 
however,  need  to  disturb  the  tranquillity  of  their  daily  lives„ 
as  mary  of  the  Associations  enly  meet  "when  occasion 
requires,"  and  in  seme  cases  the  cccatien  r_e\er  Lappens-, 
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It  must  be  confessed  that  the  official  bodies  in  pharmacy  do 
not  set  a  bright  example  to  the  smaller  Associations.  The 
British  Society  seem3  to  meet  unwillingly  three  or  four 
times  in  the  winter,  glad  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the 
Christmas  or  Easter  holidays  of  skipping  ostensibly  monthly 
meetings.  The  official  evening  meetings  are  not  certainly 
enthusiastically  encouraged  by  the  London  members,  but  is 
that  not  due  to  a  want  of  cordiality  in  the  leaders  of  phar- 
macy, and  to  the  presence  of  a  feeling  best  expressed  as  "  For 
goodness  sake  get  the  meeting  over  as  quickly  as  possible"  ? 
It  is  somewhat  strange  that  there  is  no  metropolitan 
association  for  chemists.  The  Western  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion seems  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  pharmacists  in 
one  district  of  London,  and  something  was  mooted  about 
forming  branch  or  affiliated  associations  in  connection  with 
it,  but  the  project  seems  to  have  fallen  through.  In  Dublin 
the  same  lethargy  appears  to  prevail  among  pharmacists,  inso- 
much that  last  season  there  does  not  seem  to  have  been  a 
single  evening  meeting  of  pharmacists.  Perhaps  the  rumour 
of  a  revival  of  the  meetings  this  season  may  turn  out  correct. 

It  certainly  looks  as  if  the  life  of  pharmacy  is  with  the 
country  Associations.  In  the  large  cities,  such  as  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  and  Newcastle,  much  good  work  is  presented  at 
evening  meetings.  Some  associations  appear  to  live  on  a 
political  pabulum  which  affords  no  permanent  nourishment, 
and  it  really  looks  as  if,  judging  from  results,  the  best 
course  would  b3  to  cut  down  political  questions  to  the 
minimum  number  of  nights.  A  rare  fault  with  some  associa- 
tions is  that  there  are  too  frequent  meetings.  The  London 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  for  instance,  meets  every 
week  during  the  winter,  with  the  consequence  that  there 
never  is  more  than  a  mere  handful  of  the  members  present. 
Less  frequent  meetings,  by  not  placing  on  members  so  many 
obligations,  should  cause  bigger  attendances,  and  would  cer. 
tainly  give  the  Secretaries  better  opportunities  of  working 
up  more  enthusiasm. 

As  a  suggestion  to  secretaries  drawing  up  programmes  fcr 
the  coming  session  the  plan  might  be  tried  of  making  the 
range  of  subjects  cover  a  wider  ground  so  as  to  interest  all 
the  members  at  some  time  or  other.  Taking  six  meetings  as 
the  average  number,  a  pick  could  be  made  of  one  or  two  of 
the  following  subjects  for  discussion  each  evening :  (1) 
Dispensing  difficulties,  (2)  trade  questions,  (3)  medical 
subject,  (4)  photography,  (5)  materia  medica,  (6)  chemistry, 
(7)  Pharmacopoeia  criticism  and  improvement,  (8)  educa- 
tional, (9)  microscopical,  (10)  a  literary  subject,  (11)  political 
and  legal  questions  of  pharmacy,  (12)  antiquarian.  Members 
might  be  invited  to  contribute  short  papers  on  any  of  the 
above  subjects.  The  dispensing  difficulties  which  crop  up 
in  every  dispensing  business  in  the  Kingdom  would  bs 
better  ventilated  at  a  public  meeting;  a  dispenser  would 
then  obtain  the  suggestions  of  his  fellow  chemists  on 
the  cause  of  his  difficulty,  and  the  best  way  to  avoid 
it.  In  trade  questions  there  are  many  topics  which  could  be 
introduced,  such  as  the  charges  for  the  carriage  of  dru^s 
cheapening  of  insurances  against  fire,  accidents,  and  broken 
plate-glass,  adjusting  weights  and  measures,  and  early  closing. 
A  local  medical  man  could  doubtless  be  induced  to  give 
a  lecture  on  a  medical  subject.  Photography  is  a  wide  and 
interesting  subject,  and  there  will  be  found  in  most  asso- 
ciations some  few  of  the  members  who  make  that  part  of 
their  business  a  hobby,  and  could  contribute  good  practical 
papers  on  the  subject.  Materia  medica,  chemistry,  and 
Pharmacopceia-criticism  should  present  no  difficulties  to  aD 
enterprising  secretary.  Mr.  Paterson's  suggestions  as  to 
provincial  schools  of  pharmacy  (C  #1).,  August  10,  page  291) 
would  form  a  good  debate  for  an  educational  evening. 
Political  and  legal  questions  could  b3  reserved  for  one 


evening ;  there  are  numerous  Acts  of  Parliament  affecting 
the  trade  of  a  chemist  which  could  be  expounded  by  some- 
one of  a  legal  turn  of  mind.  Qiestions  of  pharmaojutical 
politics  and  Pharmacy  Bills  would  afford  a  safety-valve  for 
the  more  gaseous  members.  An  antiquarian  evening  could 
take  the  form  of  an  exhibition  of  old  pharmacy  books,  pots, 
and  mortars,  with  explanatory  chats.  Enough  has  been 
said  to  show  that  there  is  a  sufficient  variety  of  subjects  for 
discussion  at  evening  meetings  to  interest  all  sections  of  an 
association  and  ensure  good  attendances. 


The  Atomic  Theory. 

It  is  well  known  that  of  late  doubts  have  arisen  as  to  whether 
the  atomic  theory,  with  which  the  mechanical  theory  of  heat  is 
closely  bound  up,  and  the  theory  of  the  existence  of  an  ethor 
have  not  served  their  purpose,  and  whether  the  time  has  not 
come  to  reconsider  them. 

The  facts  that  Professor  Poincare,  addressing  a  congress  of 
physicists  in  Paris,  and  Professor  Poynting,  addressing  the 
Physical  Section  of  the  Association,  have  receutly  discussed 
the  true  meaning  of  our  scientific  methods  of  interpretation ; 
that  Dr.  Jame3  Ward  has  lately  delivered  an  attack  of  great 
power  on  many  positions  which  eminent  scientific  men  have 
occupied ;  and  that  the  approaching  end  of  the  nineteenth  century 
led  Professor  Hosckel  to  define  in  a  more  popular  manner  his  own 
very  definite  views  as  to  the  solution  of  the  "  Riddle  of  the 
Universe,"  are  perhaps  a  sufficient  justification  of  an  attempt  to 
lay  before  you  the  difficulties  which  surround  some  of  the3e 
questions. 

This  was  the  subject  of  th3  presidential  address  which 
Professor  Arthur  W.  Riisker  delivered  to  the  British 
Association  at  Glasgow  on  Wednesday.  He  had  in  prefatory 
remarks  paid  tributes  of  resp3ct  and  honour  to  the  late 
Queen  Victoria  and  Professor  Tait,  and  had  reawakened  the 
enthusiasm  which  prevailed  in  Glasgow  at  the  recent 
University  celebrations,  by  his  references  to  the  work  of

(President  of  the  British  Association). 


William  Thomson,  Lord  Kelvin.  He  avoided  the  science  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  happily  for  his  audience,  and  took 
up  that  m^i  useful  of  all  theories  which  has  led  us  to 
conceive  matter  to  be  divisible  into  atoms.  Professor 
Riicker's  ability  to  deal  with  it  is  exceptional.  Until  his 
recent  appointment  as  Principal  of  the  reconstituted 
University  of  London  he  had  been  Professor  of  Physics  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Science,  South  Kensington,  since  1886,  and 
previous  to  that  had  had  a  distinguished  career.  A  Londoner 
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by  birth,  he  was  educated  at  Clapham  Grammar  School, 
and  from  there  went  to  Brasenose  College,  Oxford,  where 
he  tookfirst-cla^s  mathematical  Mods,  and  honours  in  natural 
science  in  1871,  being  in  thatyear  made  a  Fellow  of  his  college, 
when  he  was  barely  23  Three  years  later  he  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Physics  at  Yorkshire  College, 
Leeds,  and,  like  his  colleague  in  the  chemistry  chair  (Professor 
Thorpe),  left  Leeds  for  South  Kensington.  His  researches  in 
physics  brought  him  the  medal  of  the  Royal  Society  ten 
years  ago,  and  he  has  been  Secretary  of  that  Society  since 
1896,  while  he  occupied  the  presidential  chair  of  the  Physical 
Society  in  1893-95.  It  needs  a  man  such  as  this,  and  not  a 
pure  chemist,  to  reason  the  atomic  theory  thoroughly.  It  is 
worth  reasoning,  too,  especially  when,  as  the  quoted  text 
shows,  we  find  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  century  the  hypo- 
thesis, which  has  served  man  so  well  during  the  nineteenth 
century,  being  attacked  by  men  of  repute.  It  is  not  difficult  to 
imagine  what  a  catastrophe  it  would  be  if  a  change  of  theory 
were  to  upset  our  preconceived,  notions  in  the  same  way  as 
Dalton's  theory  and  the  new  notation  did.  old  chemistry. 
The  volume  of  chemical  knowledge  has  since  been  multiplied 
a  hundredfold,  and,  more  serious  still,  chemical  practice  is 
based  upon  the  theory.  Professor  Riicker's  message  is  assuring ; 
indeed,  he  gave  his  Glasgow  audience  proofs  that  the  atomic 
theory  is  not  a  convenient  fiction,  not  a  mere  gigantic  "  aid 
to  memory  "  for  producing  apparent  order  out  of  disorder  by 
codifying  observed  fac's  and  laws.  He  frankly  said  at  the 
outset  that  "  the  ultimate  nature  of  things  is,  and  must 
remain,  unknown,"  bat  it  is  possible  for  U3  to  investigate  the 
proximate  constitution  of  things — to  get,  in  short,  as  far 
into  the  mystery  which  envelops  the  material  as  to  separate 
molecules  or  atoms  of  matter  from  the  everywhere-existing 
ether.  This  has  been  done.  The  first  proof  of  it  which 
Professor  Riicker  adduced  lies  in  experiments  which  show 
that  matter  is  coarse-grained.  The  phenomena  of  diffusion, 
in  which  gases  mix  with  gases,  when  at  perfect  rest, 
liquids  with  liquids,  and  solids  with  solids — for  Roberts- 
Austen  has  found  that  lead  and  gold,  in  bars  kept 
together  at  18°  C,  diffuse  into  each  other — prove  that 
although  matter  in  bulk  appears  to  be  continuous,  it  con- 
sists of  discrete  parts  in  a  state  of  motion,  which  can 
penetrate  into  the  spaces  between  the  corresponding  parts  of 
surrounding  bodies.  If  matter  is  regarded  as  a  continuous 
medium  the  phenomena  of  expansion  are  unintelligible,  but 
if  it  consists  of  discrete  particles,  separated  from  each  other 
either  by  empty  space  or  by  something  different  from  them- 
selves, we  can  at  once  understand  that  expansion  and  con- 
traction may  be  nothiag  more  than  the  mutual  separation  or 
approach  of  these  particles.  Then  if  heat  be  motion  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  particles  of  matter  which  are 
moving.  One  of  the  best  proofs  that  matter  is  not  uniform, 
not  absolutely  smooth,  but  coarse  grained,  was  given  by  Lord 
Kelvin  many  years  ag",  By  experiments  on  gases,  and  ex- 
periments on  the  surface  of  liquids  and  on  the  electric  pro- 
perties of  metals,  he  proved  that  these  kinds  of  matter  jare 
not  individually  identical  in  constitution  throughout,  but 
that  adjacent  minute  parts  are  distinguishable  from  each 
other — they  are  coarse-grained  to  the  excessively  sensitive 
feelers  of  physical  instruments.  At  this  point  Professor 
Riicker  gave  his  hearers  a  needful  warning  not  to  confuse 
the  existence  of  atoms  with  the  more  mysterious  question, 
What  is  an  atom  1  It  is  when  we  cogitate  the  particle,  the 
vortex-atom  and  the  strain-atom,  that  the  whole  thing 
becomes  horribly  nebulous.  So  far  as  chemical  science  is 
concerned,  it  is  the  atom  itself,  whatever  may  be  its  form, 
that  is  the  necessary  factor.    As  Professor  Riicker  said  : — 

It  would  be  most  unfair,  however,  to  the  atomic  theory  to 
represent  it  as  depending  on  one  line  of  reasoning  only,  or  to 


treat  its  evidence  as  bounded  by  the  very  general  propositions  I 
have  discussed. 

It  is  true  that  as  the  range  of  the  theory  is  extended,  the 
fundamental  conception  that  matter  is  granular  must  be  expanded 
and  filled  in  by  supplementary  hypotheses  as  to  the  constitution 
of  the  granules.  It  may  also  be  admitted  that  no  complete  or 
wholly  satisfactory  description  of  that  constitution  can  as  yet  be 
given  ;  that  perfection  has  not  yet  been  attained  here  or  in  any 
other  branch  of  science ;  but  the  number  of  facts  which  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  theory  is  very  large  compared  with  the 
number  of  additional  hypotheses  which  are  introduced ;  and  the 
cumulative  weight  of  the  additional  evidence  obtained  by  the 
study  of  details  is  such  as  to  add  greatly  to  the  strength  of  the 
conviction  that,  in  its  leading  outlines,  the  theory  is  true.  It  was 
originally  suggested  by  the  facts  of  chemistry,  and  though,  as  we 
have  seen,  a  school  of  chemists  now  thrusts  it  into  the  back- 
ground, it  is  none  the  less  true,  in  the  words  of  Dr.  Thorpe,  that 
''  every  great  advance  in  chenvcal  knowledge  during  the  last 
ninety  years  finds  its  interpretation  in  [Dalton's]  theory."  The 
principal  mechanical  and  thermal  properties  of  gases  have  been 
explained,  and  in  large  part  discovered,  by  the  aid  of  the  atomic 
theory. 

Striking  proofs  of  the  atomic  theory  have  been  provided 
by  experiments  made  by  Professor  Ewing,  Mr.  0.  D.  R. 
Wilson,  and  Professor  J.  J.  Thomson.  The  first-named  has 
reproduced  with  small  isolated  compass-needles  (repre- 
senting molecules)  phenomena  exactly  similar  to  those 
which  he  has  observed  in  experimenting  upon  iron.  The 
two  latter  have  reproduced  in  rarefied  gases  phenomena 
which  show  that  they  have  isolated  these  gases  in  atomic 
particles.  It  13  well  known  that  fog  and  mist  are  due  to 
condensation  of  atmospheric  moisture  upon  particles  of 
matter.  It  is  also  known  that  when  a  current  of  electricity 
flows  through  a  gas  some  of  the  atoms  are  divided  into  parts 
which  carry  positive  and  negative  discharges  as  they  move 
in  opposite  directions.  The  gas  is,  in  fact,  ionised,  and 
Mr.  Wilson  has  shown  that  if  water-vapour  is  passed  over 
air  so  treated  a  mist  is  formed  as  though  nuclei  were  present. 
In  short,  the  divided  atoaas  are  covered  with  a  pellicle  of 
water.  Although  the  theory  of  ionisation  has  not  yet  been 
universally  accepted,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  conceive 
the  formation  of  the  cloud  of  mist  in  highly  rarefied  air 
without  admitting  the  existence  of  atomic  particles.  Pro- 
fessor Riicker  next  spoke  about  the  sizes  and  properties  of 
molecules,  showing  that  there  is  little  doubt  that  we  have 
very  fairly  accurate  knowledge  of  molecular  motions  and 
magnitude.  During  his  observations  on  films,  made  in  1893 
in  conjunction  with  Professor  Reinold,  it  was  fcund  that  the 
first  approach  to  molecular  magnitudes  is  signalled  when 
the  thickness  of  a  film  is  somewhat  less  than  100  millionths 
of  a  millimetre,  or  four- millionths  of  an  inch,  but  this  is 
psrhaps  from  five  hundred  to  a  thousand  times  greater  than 
the  diameter  of  a  molecule.    He  said  :  — 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that,  though  the  molecules  in 
a  gas  frequently  collide  with  each  other,  yet  in  the  case  of  the 
more  perfect  gases  the  time  occupied  in  collisions  ia  small  com- 
pared with  that  in  which  each  molecule  travels  undisturbed  by 
its  fellows.  The  average  distance  travelled  between  two  succes- 
sive encounters  is  called  the  mean  free  path,  and  the  question  of 
the  magnitude  of  this  distance  can  be  attacked  without  any 
precise  knowledge  of  what  a  molecule  is  or  of  what  happens 
during  an  encounter.  Thus  the  mean  free  path  can  be  deter- 
mined either  from  the  viscosity  of  the  gas  or  from  the  thermal 
conductivity.  The  lengths  of  the  mean  free  path  of  hydrogen  as 
determined  by  these  two  methods  differ  only  by  about  3  per  cent. 
.  .  .  Some  critics  have  of  late  been  inclined  to  discredit  the 
atomic  theory  by  pointing  out  that  the  strong  statements  which 
have  sometimes  been  made  as  to  the  equality,  among  themselves, 
of  atoms  or  molecules  of  the  same  kind  may  not  be  justified,  as 
the  equality  may  be  that  of  averages  only,  and  be  consistent  with 
a  considerable  variation  in  the  sizes  of  individuals.  Allowing 
th's  argument  more  weight  than  it  perhaps  deserves,  it  is  easy  to 
show  that  it  cannot  affect  seriously  our  knowledge  of  the  length 
of  the  mean  free  path.  Professor  George  Darwin  has  handled 
the  problem  of  a  mixture  of  unequal  spherical  bodies  .  .  .  [and 
found  that]  the  length  of  the  mean  free  path  is  seven-elevenths  of 
what  it  would  be  if  the  particles  were  equal.  Hence,  were  the 
inequalities  of  atoms  as  great  as  in  this  extreme  case,  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  mean  free  path  in  hydrogen  could  only  be  from  185  to 
119  millionths  of  a  millimetre. 
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We  may  recall  the  fact  that  it  is  conjectured  that  in  lead, 
the  densest  substance  known,  the  molecules  are  supposed  to 
be  distant  from  each  other  by  five  times  the  diameter  of  the 
molecule,  and  in  gases  the  distance  or  free  path  is  hundreds 
of  times  more.  We  thus  get  down  to  a  tolerably  sound 
basis  for  conversion  of  the  atomic  theory  into  an  atomic 
fact;  but  Professor  Riicker  was  careful,  in  summing  up  this 
portion  of  his  address,  to  say:  "The  atomic  theory  must 
hold  the  field  until  another  can  be  found  which  is  not 
inferior  as  an  explanation  of  the  fundamental  difficulties  as 
to  the  constitution  of  matter,  and  is  at  the  same  time  not 
less  comprehensive." 


German  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Last  week  the  members  of  the  Deutsche  Apotheker  Verein 
held  their  annual  meeting  at  Hanover,  and  discussed  a 
number  of  questions  of  wide  interest  dealing  with  problems 
that  are  not  confined  to  German  pharmacy,  for  the  German 
pharmacist  is  also  ucable  to  effectually  protect  himself  against 
the  efforts  which  drug-stores  and  manufacturers  make  to 
take  away  trade  which  the  apotheker  considers  to  be  his 
alone,  and  the  serious  competition  of  drug-stores  makes 
itself  more  felt  year  by  year  in  German  pharmaceutical 
circles.    (Several  matters  were  brought  before  the  meeting 
dealing  with  the  better  protection  of  the  members.  Although 
a  number  of  the  larger  hospitals  are  specially  licensed  to 
maintain  a  dispensary  of  their  own,  a  greater  number  are  not 
thus  privileged,  and  are  supposed  to  get  all  their  medicine 
dispensed  at  the  pharmacies  of  the  town.    Recently,  how- 
ever, it  has  become  more  and  more  the  practice  of  these 
hospitals  to  buy  medicines  from  the  wholesale  druggists  and 
manufacturers,  the  hospital-staff  dividing  them  in  suitable 
doses    This  was  considered  by  the  Verein  to  be  an  abuse 
of  the  apotheker  privilege,  and  it  was  decided  to  petition 
the   Imperial    Government  to  grant    further  protective 
measures.    It  was  also  decided  to  apply  to  the  Government 
for  the  publication  of  a  list  of  remedies  which  may  be  sold 
by  apothekers  without  a  prescription.    Up  to  the  present 
only  a  schedule  exists  in  which  are  named  those  remedies 
which  may  be   dispensed  on  prescription  alone,  which 
invidious  foim  of  prohibition  often  complicates  affairs.  For 
example,  a  new  remedy  may  be  sold  to  the  public  by  the 
pharmacist  without  a  prescription  until  it  has  been  included 
in  the  schedule.     If,  however,  the  so-called  freigegelcnen 
(free-given)  remedies  which  are  permitted  to  be  sold 
without  prescription  were  specifically  named,  there  could  be 
no  chance  of  a  mistake,  and  temporary  abuse  or  personal 
advantage  to  the  one   or  other  manufacturer  would  be 
avoided.    The  lack  of  competent  assistance  is  also  daily 
creating  widespread  and  general  lament,  and  the  demand 
for  assistants  in  Germany  now  largely  exceeds  the  supply. 
The  matter  was  discussed  by  the  meeting,  especially  ucder 
what  circumstances  it  might  be  desirable  to  permit  the 
fair  sex  to  assist  in  pharmacies,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  female  assistants,  even  if  of  an  inferior  grade  to 
the  fully  qualified  pharmacist,  might  be  sanctioned  ;  but  the 
"pharmaceutical  shopgirl,"  as  our  German  confreres  call  her, 
did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  meeting,  and  she  still 
has  to  knock  at  the  door  of  the  apotheke.  The  meeting  agreed 
to  appoint  a  commission  from  its  members  for  the  purpose 
of  compiling  a  price-list  of  stock-preparations  and  proprie- 
tary articles,  to  enable  all  apothekers  throughout  Germany 
to  charge  uniform  prices.    A  lively  discussion  took  place 
before  the  majority  adopted  the  suggestion,  and  it  v>  as 
strongly  urged  against  the  motion  tha%  by  the  publication 
of  such  a  price-list,  patent  remedies  would  be  officially  re- 
cognised and  quasi-advertised  through  the  Verein. 


The  most  important  motion  discussed  by  the  meeting, 
however,  was  the  proposal  to  create  a  trade-mark  for  pre- 
parations sold  by  members  of  the  Verein,  the  preparations 
to  be  made  according  to  formulas  worked  out  and  given  to 
the  members  by  the  Council  of  the  Society  (see  C.  %  D ., 
August  31,  page  371).    The  step  is  significant,  and  is  really 
a  protest  against  the  growing  danger  of  apothekers  becom- 
ing mere  middlemen  to  manufacturers  of  proprietary  articles. 
Apart  from  the  professional  question  involved,  the  proposal 
would  give  apothekers  larger  and  better  profits  than  a  mere 
percentage  on  manufactured  articles,  for  the  composition  of 
which  they  cannot  assume  any  responsibility.    The  motion 
was  adopted  by  eighty-four  votes  against  six,  thus  indicating 
the  feelings  with  which  German  pharmacists  view  the  over- 
whelming flood  of  articles,  more  or  less  patented  medicines » 
which  they  are  forced  to  keep  and  sell.    The  importance  of 
this  decision  cannot,  from  the  German  point  of  view,  be 
overrated ;  but  time  only  can  show  if  the  measure  will  bring 
back  what  the  German  apotheker  has  lost,  or  whether  the 
ubiquitous  advertising  of  proprietary  articles  is  not  too 
strong   for  him.     The  only  question  is,  Should  not  the 
innovation  have  been  brought  forward  a  long  time  ago  ? 
The  discussion  on  the  resolution  threw  light  on  many 
interesting  points.    Thus,  as  the  system  will  only  benefit 
members  of  the  Apotheker  Verein,  it  is  hoped  the  operation 
of  the  measure  will  induce  the  minority  of  chemists  who  are 
non-members  to  join  the  Verein  ;  the  discussion  also  showed 
that  not  only  the  public,  but  even  the  medical  men,  lean 
towards  ready-made  remedies  and  compounds,  and  often 
prefer  them  to  their  own  prescriptions,  therefore  it  was 
urged  that  advantage  should  be  taken  to  offer  the  medical 
profession  specialities  and  compound  remedies  of  a  uniform 
and  reliable  composition,  for  which  apothekers  can  give  a 
personal  guarantee,  but  of  which  it  is  impossible  for  either 
the  physician  or  the  pharmacist  to  be  assured  in  the  case 
of  every  compound  brought  to  his  notice  by  advertising, 
When  the  fact  is  recalled  that  British  pharmacists  went 
through  these  arguments  fifteen  years  ago,  when  the  late 
Mr.  Thomas  Greenish  originated    the    war-cry  against 
"factory-made  physic,"  this  new  German  revolution  may  be 
regarded  in  this  country  as  a  trifle  late — even  ridiculous  ; 
but  it  must  not  be  f  orgotton  that  the  proprietor  of  a  German 
pharmacy,  although  a  privileged  person,  has,  in  return  for 
his  supposed  monopoly,  to  give  many  guarantees  to  the 
Government,  and  is  heavily  handicapped  in  numerous  ways 
in  the  conduc S  of  his  business.    He  is  thus  at  a  disadvantage 
towards  the  public,  whose  free  will  is  not  controlled  as  free 
trading  is  with  him,  and  they  are  not  less  disposed  than 
people  elsewhere  to  support  the  store-system.    Hence  many 
German  pharmacy  leaders  question  whether  the  privileges 
granted  to  the  apotheker  are  a  sufficient  return  for  the 
outlay  in  study  and  the  duties  involved,  especially  as  the 
income  is  frequently  insufficient  to  enable  the  apotheker  to 
keep  up  his  social  position. 


Pharmaceutical  Confidence-trick. — The  intelligence 
of  the  class  which  "  lives  by  its  wits "  has  lately  been 
exercised  at  the  expense  of  several  Parisian  pharmacists  in  a 
somewhat  novel  manner.  A  prescription,  usually  of  a 
character  requiring  long  manipulation,  is  handed  in,  with 
a  request  for  immediate  delivery  at  a  given  address.  The 
bearer,  however,  bas  just  one  or  two  little  things  he  needs 
at  once — some  cotton-wool,  quinine-wine,  eau  de  Cologne,  or  a 
syringe.  He  "  will  pay  for  all  at  once,"  he  says,  takes  his 
packet,  and  disappears.  The  prescription  and  bill  are  sent 
to  the  address  given,  and  the  messenger  returns  to  anncunce 
that  the  person  is  utterly  unknown  there.  A  well-known 
pharmacist,  thus  victimised  on  several  occasions,  bas  begged 
his  colleagues  to  have  any  individual  arrested  who  attempts 
to  play  this  trick. 
fefe>  -„  ... 
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Trade  Law. 

What  is  a  Wholesale  Transaction  ?  — This  question 
occasionally  arises  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  as  well  as  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  it  wai  decided  last  week  by  the 
Magistrate  at  Tottenham  Police  Court  in  the  case  of  a  grocer  who 
was  summoned  in  respect  to  a  sale  of  butter.  The  purchaser 
employed  by  the  inspector  under  the  Acts  was  a  regular  customer 
of  the  grocer,  who  bought  to  sell  again,  and  the  grocer's  plea  was 
that  when  the  purchaser  asked  for  "  2  lbs.  of  Dutch"  he  gave  him 
the  butter  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  getting.  It  contained  80  per 
cent,  of  margarine.  The  inspector,  in  reply  to  this  plea,  said  that 
he  had  looked  up  authorities,  but  there  had  been  no  case  decided 
precisely  on  this  question,  although  one  said  that  to  construe  a 
.  sale  by  wholesale  the  article  as  received  from  the  manufacturer 
must  be  undivided.  Mr.  Avory  (the  Magistrate)  decided  that  the 
transaction  was  a  retail  one  ;  but  there  were  two  cases  against  the 
■defendant,  and  only  one  was  decided  against  him. 

What  is  a  measure? — This  question  is  now  concerning 
milk-vendors,  who  appear  to  be  excessively  alarmed  by  the  new 
Government  standard,  moderate  though  it  is.  At  Maidstone  the 
price  of  milk  has  been  raised  to  5d.  par  quart,  and  some  sellers 
•there  are  using  a  vessel  equal  to  i-pint  for  selling  and  Id. 
worths.  The  local  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  has  taken 
exception  to  this  as  it  is  an  unstamped  measure,  and  proceedings 
■are  being  taken  against  the  vendors.  In  this  connection  we  may 
■mention  that  at  Rochdale  the  other  day  a  grocer  was  fined  5s., 
.and  costs,  for  having  in  his  possession  for  use  in  trade  eleven  un- 
stamped measures.  These  eleven  so-called  measures  were  really 
tieer-bottles  thit  had  been  filled  with  beer  and  sold  to  a  customer. 
The  solicitor  for  the  defence  very  properly  said  that  if  it  was  ruled 
that  a  beer-bottle  is  a  measure,  and  must  be  stamped,  this  would 
have  a  far-reaching  effect  upon  the  bottled-beer  trade.  Never- 
theless, the  Bench  convicted. 


High  Court  Cases. 

A  Chemist's  Account. 

Ox  September  6  in  the  Dublin  King's  Bench  Division,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Barton,  in  the  cise  of  Savory  &  Mjore  v.  Eirl  of 
Enni^killen.  Mr.  Malcolmson,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs, 
applied  for  liberty  to  substitute  service  of  the  writ  of  sum- 
mons on  the  defendant's  agent  in  Ireland.  Counsel  moved 
on  the  affidavit  of  Albert  Beecham,  clerk  to  plaintiffs,  a 
London  firm,  which  stated  that  the  sum  of  15/.  was  due  to 
the  plaintiff s  for  goods  supplied 

Mr.  Justice  Bxrton  :  What  is  the  action  for  1 
Mr.  Malcolmson :  For  15/.  for  perfumery,  medicines.land 
powders. 

Mr.  Justice  Barton,  in  g-anting  the  order,  allowed  two 
months  in  which  an  appearance  might  be  entered  for  the 
defendant. 

Incandescent  Mantles. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
September  11,  a  mo'.ion  for  committal  in  re  the  Welsbach 
Incandescent-gas  Light  Company  (Limited)  v.  the  United 
Chemical- works  and  Julius  Norden,  and  in  the  matter  of 
"Walter  King,  stood  in  the  list  for  hearing  before  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce,  s ioting  as  Vacation  Judge.  Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C  ,  who 
appeared  in  support  of  the  motion,  said  he  understood  the 
other  side  desired  a  postponement,  and  he  did  nob  think  he 
could  oppose  their  wishes  After  some  conversation  initiated 
by  his  Lirdship  as  to  the  court  in  which  the  action  should 
be  triad,  Mr.  Neill  mentioned  that  all  the  newspapers  com- 
plained of  had  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  and 
suggested  that  the  motion  might  hs  allowed  to  stand  over 
for  a  week,  which  was  agrefd  to. 


Inland  Revenue  Act,  1888. 

Saccharin  is  Beez. 

At  Oxford  on  September  10,  W.  G.  Phillips  &  Sons 
(Limited),  Tower  Brewery,  Oxford,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Pniliip3, 
chairman  or  the  company,  were  summoned  by  the  Inland 
Revenue  authorities  for  ushog  saccharin  in  the  manufacture 
and  preparation  of  beer.  Defenda-its  pleaded  guilty.  It 
was  stated  that  three  samples  of  beer  in  its  finished  state 
1  a  1  been  taken  and  forwarded  to  the  Government  laboratory 


where  they  were  found  to  contain  saccharin — one  sample 
containing  §  gr.  to  a  gallon,  a  second  nearly  2  gr.,  and 
the  third  nearly  l£gr.  Counsel  for  the  prosecution  pointed  out 
that,  although  the  quantity  was  minute,  it  served  as  a 
substitute  for  a  much  larger  amount  of  proper  materials,  on 
which  the  full  duty  should  be  paid.  For  the  defence,  Mr. 
Macaskie  admitted  that  a  technical  breach  of  the  statute 
had  been  committed,  and  referred  to  tin  fact  that  the 
proclamation  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Commissioners  did  not 
suggest  that  the  use  of  saccharin  was  in  any  way  detri- 
mental to  the  health,  and  the  same  view  was  taken  by  Mr. 
Stevens,  the  Chief  Officer  of  Excise,  in  his  evidence  before 
the  R  >yal  Commission.  Saccharin  had  certain  preservative 
qualities,  and  it  was  used  partly  for  preserving  and  partly 
for  the  purpose  of  imparting  fulness  to  beer.  His  clients 
had  ceased  to  use  saceharin  since  May  10,  and  it  appeared 
from  the  books  which  the  Revenue  authorities  had  signed 
that  it  had  not  made  the  least  difference  in  the  sp.  gr.  or 
the  taxable  quality  or  quantity  of  the  beer.  The  Magistrates 
inflicted  a  penalty  of  12/.  10s.  on  each  of  the  three 
summonses,  with  101  prosecution  costs  and  the  Court  costs. 

A  similar  case  was  heard  at  Coventry  on  Wednesday, 
September  11,  the  defendants  being  Messrs.  Phillips  & 
Marriott  (Limited),  brewers,  of  that  city,  and  Herbert  Henry 
Archer,  the  company's  secretary.  In  this  instance  the 
samples  were  found  to  contain  saccharin  in  the  proportion 
of  1  10,  069,  aid  1  40  gr.  to  the  gallon.  It  was  estimated 
from  the  amount  of  duty  the  defendants  had  pa;d  that  they 
had  deprived  the  Revenue  of  about  1,000/.  per  annum.  On 
behalf  of  the  company,  Alderman  Marriott  (chairman)  and 
Alderman  May  cock  (director)  said  that  they  were  ignorant 
of  what  was  going  on  until  the  Inland  Rev.enue  authorities 
made  a  communication  to  the  company  on  July  1,  and  then 
a  fellow-director  confessed  that  he  had  used  saccharin. 
There  were  in  all  six  summonses,  and  the  Magistrates  imposed 
penalties  amounting  to  90/.,  with  14/.  8s.  costs. 


Saccharin =s  muggling. 

At  the  Grimsby  Borough  Police  Court  on  September  9, 
before  the  Mayor  (Alderman  H.  Mudd),  Alderman  W. 
Jackson,  and  Messrs.  A.  Connell  and  W.  Goodwin,  William 
Henry  Scott,  a  commercial  traveller  of  Hyde,  surrendered  to 
his  bail  to  answer  a  charge  of  having  attempted  to  smuggle 
on  September  1,  43  lbs.  13  oz  of  saccharin.  Mr.  J.  R. 
Buckley,  H  M.  collector  of  Customs,  appeared  to  prosecute, 
and  Mr.  H.  K.  Bloomer  represented  the  defendant. 

In  opening  the  case  Mr.  Buckley  said  the  defendant  was 
a  passenger  on  the  s.s  Nottingham,  whicharrived  at  Grimsby 
from  Hamburg  last  Sunday  week.  His  baggage  was  duly 
examined  by  the  Customs,  and  in  reply  to  a  query  as 
to  whether  or  no  there  was  anything  else  he  replied 
in  the  negative.  Oa  the  deck  was  a  case  which,  upon 
examination,  was  found  to  contain  the  quantity  of  sac- 
charin with  which  defendant  was  charged,  and  he  admitted 
the  ownership  of  it.  Another  Customs  officer,  who  had 
not  examined  defendant's  baggage,  was  seen  by  the 
steward  of  the  vessel  and  asked  if  he  would  chalk  the 
case  as  having  been  passed,  but  he  declined  to  do  so. 
He  (Mr.  Buckley)  was  instiucted  by  the  Board  of  Customs 
to  sue  for  the  full  penalty  which  reached  a  very  considerable 
amount — namely,  treble  value  and  duty,  356!.  Is.  9d.  The 
evidence  of  the  Customs  officers  was  then  given  bearing  out 
the  above  statement,  and  from  which  it  appeared  in  detail 
that  the  case  was  not  in  any  way  concealed,  but  the  defendant 
had  made  no  mention  of  it  when  getting  his  other  packages 
passed.  After  the  case  was  seized  defendant  produced  to 
the  Customs  a  paper  containing  details  as  to  its  contents,  and 
offered  to  pay  the  duty,  but  this  was  refused.  Prior  to 
commencing  his  speech  for  the  defence  Mr.  Bloomer 
questioned  Mr.  Buckley  as  to  whether  a  certain  gentleman 
had  called  at  the  Customs  House  some  two  or  three  days 
prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  Nottingham  aid  ascertained  the 
duty  upon  saccharin.  "He  did,"  said  Mr.  Buckley,  "and  I 
also  informed  him  at  the  same  time  that  it  could  not  be 
imported  through  Grimsby,  as  it  was  not  one  of  the  importing 
ports  under  the  Act."  Mr.  Bloomer  then  proceeded  with  the 
defence,  and  at  the  outset  said  his  client  had  nok.  in  any  way 
attempted  to  smuggle  the  article.    In  The  Chemist  and 
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Druggist  for  August  31  last  there  appeared  the  folio  wing 
announcement : — 

Saccharin.— 101.  reward.— It  having  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
Saccharin  Corporation  (Limited)  that  secret  sales  of  saccharin  are 
being  made  in  this  country  by  foreigners  or  their  agents,  the 
above  reward  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who  will  furnish  them  with 
such  evidence  as  will  enable  them  to  prove  infringement  of  their 
patents,  by  offering,  selling,  using,  or  importing  saccharin  into 
this  country.  All  communications,  if  so  desired,  will  be  treated 
with  the  strictest  confidence.  The  Saccharin  Corporation  (Limited) 
hereby  inform  all  users  and  sellers  of  saccharin  that  they  are  the 
sole  owners  of  all  the  patents  for  the  commercial  manufacture  of 
saccharin  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  their  rights  have  been 
upheld  in  the  Courts.  The  Saccharin  Corporation  (Limited) 
guarantee  their  product  to  be  absolutely  free  from  any  trace  of 
arsenic. — The  Saccharin  Corporation  (Limited),  165  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C. 

It  would  appear  from  this  advertisement,  continued  Mr. 
Bloomer,  that  the  Saccharin  Corporation  claimed  to  have  a 
monopoly.  He  thought  the  days  of  monopolies  had  passed. 
He  believed  the  Saccharin  Corporation  charged  something 
like  50s.  per  lb.  for  saccharin.  The  defendant  bad 
ascertained  that  in  Germany  it  was  considerably  cheaper. 
He  went  over  to  Germany,  and  there  bought  saccharin  for 
6s.  per  lb.  The  duty  per  lb.  was  about  20.?.,  so  that  the  c  >st 
with  duty  came  to  about  26s.  or  27s.  per  lb.  After 
purchasing  the  sacchariD,  and  having  it  put  on  board  the 
Nottingham,  a  partner  of  the  defendant  called  upon  the 
■col lector. of  Customs  at  Grimsby  to  ascertain  the  duty.  Mr. 
Buckley  had  admitted  that  some  person  did  call  upon  him 
and  ask  that  question,  and  he  bad  told  him  that  saccharin 
could  not  be  imported  through  Grimsby.  The  defendant  did 
not  know  that,  and  he  (Mr.  Bloomer),  although  a  lawyer, 
would  not  have  hesitated  to  purchase  saccharin  in  Germany 
and  have  brought  it  into  Grimsby,  of  course  piyingthe  duty. 
Defendant  had  placed  the  case  on  the  deck  and  told  the 
steward  to  keep  it  in  a  dry  place.  There  the  case  remained 
on  the  deck,  and  at  the  time  the  Customs  officer  saw  it 
defendant  was  not  present.  The  steward  came  up  and  said, 
"The  Customs  want  to  see  you  about  that  case."  He  at 
once  replied,  "All  right,"  and  went  to  the  officers.  He  saw 
Mr.  Tooke,  and  at  once  said,  "Ob,  I  suppose  you  want  some- 
thing from  me."  He  produced  a  paper  containing  an  entry 
of  the  contents,  and  in  every  way  made  no  attempt  at  con- 
cealment. The  Chief  Constable  would  also  correct  him  if 
he  were  wrong  when  he  said  that  when  defendant  was 
arrested  he  had  upon  him  a  sum  of  80Z ,  thus  showing  that 
he  was  fully  prepared  to  pay  the  duty  and  intended  doing 
so.  Mr.  Buckley  :  We  could  not  take  it.  Mr.  Bloomer : 
That  was  not  the  defendant's  fault.  He  concluded  by  aeain 
asking  for  a  dismissal  of  the  case  on  the  ground  tbat  there 
was  nothing  in  the  evidence  adduced  on  the  part  of  the 
Crown  to  warrant  a  belief  that  defendant  had  attempted  to 
smuggle.  The  Bench  retired,  and  upon  resuming  the  Mayor 
(Alderman  H.  Mudd)  said  the  Justices  were  satisfied  that 
the  evidence  was  sufficient  to  convict.  Defendant  would  be 
fined  the  least  possible  amount — viz.,  122Z.  0s.  Id.,  and  also 
15s.  6d.  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Spirit  of  Nitrous  Ether. 

In  the  Dublin  Northern  Police  Court  on  September  6,  the 
heating  was  resumed  of  the  adjourned  summons  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  against  Messrs.  J.  Leonard  &  Co, 
chemists,  136  Great  Britain  Street,  Dublin,  for  selling 
spirit  of  nitrous  ether  alleged  to  be  deficient  in  the 
essential  constituent  (see  C.  S;  D.,  August  17,  page  315). 
Mr.  J.  Brunker  was  examined  as  a  chemical  expert,  and 
deposed  that  be  was  in  the  habit  of  manufacturing  spirit  of 
nitrous  ether.  It  was  an  extremely  volatile  substance,  and 
would  not  keep  for  a  single  day  in  the  bottle  supplied  by 
the  Corporation  Inspector.  He  bad  proved  by  experiment 
that  it  had  lost  80  per  cent,  while  in  the  bottle.  Mr.  H. 
Wilson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  deposed  to  having  sold  the 
sample.  It  was  prepared  by  Howards,  of  London,  a  very 
eminent  firm  of  manufacturers,  and  when  delivered  to 
Inspector  Rowsome  it  was  in  the  condition  in  which  it  had 
been  received  from  the  makers.  Sir  Charles  Cameron  said 
the  substance  was  very  volatile,  and,  if  kept  in  an  improperly 
corked  bottle  for  any  time  would  lose  strength  to  the  extent 


certified.  He  said  there  was  no  adulteration,  and  never 
suggested  that  there  had  been,  as  he  knew  defendant's  drugs 
were  of  a  high  class.  The  Principal  of  the  Government 
Laboratories  in  London,  to  whom  the  reserve  sample  had 
been  sent,  reported  that  the  sample  had  been  so  badly 
corked  that  it  had  evaporated  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make 
it  impossible  for  them  to  report  on  it.  The  Magistrate  said, 
in  face  of  the  evidence,  he  could  not  convict,  and  accordingly 
dismissed  the  summons. 

At  the  Conway  Petty  Sessions  on  September  3,  Alderman 
Hugh  Jones,  grocer,  was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  which  contained  only  1  per  cent,  of  nitrous  ether 
instead  of  If  per  cent.  In  cross-examinatioD,  defendant  sug- 
gested to  the  inspector  that  there  were  other  articles  which 
he  might  with  better  benefit  to  the  public  simple  and 
analyse.  His  solicitor  explained  that  the  sample  had  been 
in  the  shop  for  a  long  time,  and  unless  the  shopman  happened 
to  be  a  chemist  he  could  not  know  of  what  strength  the  stuff 
was.  The  Chairman  observed  that  a  man  would  not  then  be 
competent  to  sell  a  thing  he  knew  nothing  about,  and  he 
should  not  sell  it  udI  ss  it  was  right.  Care  should  be  exer- 
cised in  keeping  those  things  too  long,  and  getting  them 
from  first-class  chemists.  They  were  bound  to  convict,  and 
a  fine  of  10s.  and  costs  was  imposed. 

Seidlitz  Powders. 

At  Conway  Petty  Sessions  last  week,  E.  R.  Jones  &;  Co.  were 
fined  10s.  and  costs  for  selling  seidlitz  powders  short  of 
17,  14,  12,  and  6  gr.  respectively  in  four  analysed.  Dafend- 
ant's  solicitor  claimed  that  the  weather  had  affected  them, 
and  this  excuse  appeared  to  have  influence  with  the  Chair- 
man, who  said  they  were  in  some  little  difficulty  about  it  as 
the  inspector  would  not  say  that  the  powdes  would  not  be 
affected  by  the  weather. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

At  Cwmbran  last  week,  Elizabeth  Francis,  a  grocer,  was 
fined  31.  for  selling  camphorated  oil  deficient  in  camphor  to 
the  extent  of  19  per  cent ,  as  it  contained  only  12  8  per  cent.

Wilson's  Food. 

On  Wednesday,  September  11,  before  Mr.  Assistant-Registrar 
Tattershall,  the  case  of  Greenberg  v.  Hampton  came  on  for 
hearing.  The  plaintiff,  Mrs.  Emily  Greenberg,  wife  of 
Morris  Greenberg,  trading  as  Wilson's  Fnod  Company, 
8  Water  Lane,  Blackfriars,  sought  to  recover  12s.  for 
Wilson's  food  supplied  to  Mr.  William  Hampton,  5  Bouverie 
Street,  Praed  Street,  Paddingtor.  Mr.  Cooke,  formerly  a 
traveller  for  the  plaintiff,  deposed  to  taking  an  order  on 
October  22,  1900,  for  one  gross  tins,  various  sizes.  The 
defendant  was  not  given  the  sole  agency.  The  food  was 
delivered  to  defendant  wi  hin  a  reasonable  time,  and  after- 
wards he  saw  the  defendant,  who  said  the  food  was 
unsaleable,  but  gave  him  no  reasons.  The  defendant's  wife, 
who  appeared,  said  that  they  haf  been  pressed  by  plaintiff's 
traveller  to  give  an  order  for  the  food.  The  focd  was  sent 
to  them  in  February,  and  was  delivered  in  a  disgraceful  con- 
dition. One  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  order  was 
given  was  that  similar  goods  should  not  ba  sold  wiihin  the 
radius  of  one  mile.  The  parcel  of  food  which  they  had 
received  lad  been  sent  to  another  shop  not  forty  yards  away 
from  their  premises.  The  plaintiff  had  been  informed  of 
the  condition  of  the  tins  of  food,  and  was  asked  to  take 
them  away.  She  had  not  done  so,  and  the  parcel  was  still 
at  the  shop  unopened.  The  Assistant- Registrar  at  this 
stage  adjourned  the  case  for  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Hampton

Disinfectants  and  Soap. 
On  the  same  day,  before  Mr.  G.  Pitt-Lewis,  K.C.,  Deputy- 
Judge,  the  Coal-tar  Disinfectants  Company,  14  St.  Mary 
Axe,  E.C,  sought  to  recover  91.  10s.  for  disinfectants  and 
soap  supplied  to  Messrs.  Gibbs  &  Co  ,  804  Old  Kent  Road. 
Mr.  Page  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Budden  for  the 
defendants.    Mr.  Joseph  Harris,  plaintiffs'  representative 
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stated  that  the  order  for  the  goods  was  received  by  him 
through  one  Higgs,  who  acted  under  him.

Then  witness  agreed  to  give  the 
defendant  three  months.  The  defendant  admitted  that  he 
had  sold  some  of  the  soap,  and  that  he  had  disposed  of  two 
drums  of  disinfectant  fluid,  and  that  they  were  then  being 
used  for  linseed  oil.  An  invoice  was  sent  in  the  usual  way. 
The  defence  was  that  Mr.  Gibbs  had  agreed  to  receive  only 
a  sample  of  the  disinfectant,  and  25  gals,  was  sent.  It  was 
also  alleged  that  Higgs  broke  defendants'  window  by  pushing 
a  carboy  through  it,  which  was  denied.  There  was  a 
counterclaim  of  31.  10s.  for  this.  The  Deputy-Judge,  saying 
he  did  not  believe  defendants'  account  of  the  matter, 
gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  company  on  the  claim  for  the 
goods  supplied  as  well  as  on  the  counterclaim.

Dr.  M.  A.  Alabone,  the  son  of  Mr.  Alabone,  wrote 
on  the  following  day  to  remind  Sir  William  that  lachnanthes 
is  mentioned  in  the  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  and  is  a  fairly 
well  known  drug  used  extensively  in  America.  The  drug 
is  also  obtainable  in  this  country.  Dr.  H.  J.  Buck,  Clapham 
Common,  also  points  out  that  lachnanthes  is  simply  one  of 
the  remedies  used  in  Mr.  Alabone's  system  of  inhaling,  and 
that  it  is  misleading  to  call  it  "lachnanthes  cure."  Dr. 
D.  Dyce  Frown  mentions  that  the  drug  is  well  known  in 
homoeopathic  practice,  and  a  "  provirg  "  is  recorded  in  the 
"  Encyclopaedia  of  Pore  Materia  Medica."  It  is  well  known 
outside  homoeopathy,  and  is  fully  desciibed  in  King's 
"  Ameiican  Dispensatory." 

Foreign  Trade  in  August. — The  monthly  Board  of 
Trade  returns  for  August  show  a  decrease  both  in  im- 
ports and  exports.  The  decline  in  imports,  as  com- 
pared with  last  year,  amounts  to  1,600,0007 ,  or  2'7  per  cent. 
The  chief  fallirg-off  is  in  raw  materials  for  sundry  in- 
dustries, and  amounts  to  1,210,C007.  ;  dutiable  articles 
of  food  and  drink  show  a  decline  of  821  0007.,  represented 
mainly  by  tea  and  sugar,  and  oils  decreased  by  114,6717.  In 
the  exports  for  the  month  a  comparatively  slight  decline  of 
779  0007.  is  shown,  equal  to  3'1  per  cent.,  and  this  is  very 
largely  due  to  the  decreased  quantity  and  lower  price  of  the 
coal  exported.  The  imports  of  "chemicals"  increased  by 
41,0007.,  and  the  exports  declined  by  46,0007.  Under  this 
heading  the  indigo  and  sulphur  imports  represent  more  than 
half  of  the  increase,  the  remainder  including  coal-tar  dyes, 
unenumerated  chemicals,  &c.  Imports  of  bleaching- 
materials  improved  by  16,084  cwt.,  but  declined  1,7567.  in 
value  ;  while  borax  fell  by  12,063  cwt.  Of  unenumerated 
drugs  23,8607.  less  wes  received.  Turnirg  to  the  exports  of 
"  chemicals,"  the  chief  fact  to  be  noted  is  a  shrinkage  of 
17,7227  in  medicines,  the  total  for  the  month  being  109.4217. 
There  is,  however,  a  balance  of  48,5007.  to  the  gocd  for  the 
eight  months  of  this  year  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
period  of  19C0.  Sulphate  of  copper  dropped  by  105  tons,  or 
2,7737 ,  and  "  other  articles"  under  this  heading  declined  by 
39,0007  ,  which  shows  that  August  maintains  its  reputation 
as  a  poor  business  month.  The  only  satisfactory  feature  is 
that  the  exports  of  soda  compounds  (alkali)  improved  by 
38,478  cwt.,  or  4,4737.

Apprentices  and  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

We  shall  keep  this  inquiry  open  for  a  week  or  two  longer. 
We  should  like  it  to  be  particularly  noted  that,  unless  ex- 
pressly desired,  we  do  not  print  the  names  of  those  who  send 
us  postcards.  Our  object  is  to  get  facts  from  men  in 
business,  and  on  both  sides  of  the  question.  The  subject  is  a 
matter  of  considerable  importance,  not  only  to  chemists  and 
druggists  in  Great  Britain,  but  to  pharmacy  as  a  whole. 
This  view  is  apparently  taken  by  the  Pharmaceutische 
Ztsitung,  a  leading  journal  of  German  pharmacy,  which 
publishes  a  translation  of  the  article  which  we  printed  on 
August  31.  Subjoined  are  a  few  more  opinions  from 
subscribers.    We  give  the  county  in  each  instance  : — 

I  have  a  sou  now  working  with  me  ;  he  lias  passed  the  necessary 
Preliminary  examination  this  year.  (Lancashire,  255/23.) 

We  have  got  one  apprentice  this  year;  not  passed  Prelim,  or 
equivalent.  Are  wanting  four,  but  cannot  get  them.  (Yorkshire, 
258/31.) 

We  have  three  apprentices,  none  of  whom  has  passed  any 
Prelim,  exam,  at  all.  Two  of  them  began  this  year.  (Aberdeen- 
shire, 257/67.) 

We  have  been  lucky  in  securing  on3  apprentice  this  year.  He 
is  a  good  lad,  but  we  are  afraid  he  will  never  be  able  to  pass  the 
absurd  requirements  of  the  P.S.  It  is  well-nigh  impossible  to  get 
an  apprentice  here.    (Ayrshire,  257/37.) 

I  have  taken  on  one  apprentice  this  year,  and  he  has  not 
passed  any  qualifying  exam.,  and  I  cannot  see  how  he  ever  can 
under  the  existing  conditions,  and  hope  you  will  prove  a  good 
case  to  the  powers  that  be.    (Ayrshire,  258/21.) 

For  many  years  I  have  advertised  off  and  on  for  an  apprentice  — 
"  no  premium  required  and  small  salary  paid."  The  replies  have 
been  nil.  Youths  mostly  fight  shy  of  the  drug-trade  now  ;  I  think 
the  Prelim,  is  too  much  for  them  and  the  trade-hours  too  long. 
The  present-day  youth  does  not  like  hard  work.  (London,  N.E., 
257/39.) 

During  the  last  seven  years,  fortunately,  I  have  not  had  any 
difficulty  in  obtaining  apprentices.  The  first  had  not  passed  his 
Preliminary,  and  left  without  passing,  and  I  am  doubtful  if  he  has 
got  through  yet.  The  next  passed  while  with  me ;  the-thiud 
passed  the  Cambridge,  and  was  accepted  by  the  Society;  while  the 
one  I  have  just  taken  this  year  has  not  passed,  and  is  not  yet 
studying.  I  have  no  sympathy  with  ihe  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  their  action  re  examinations :  they  are  not  nearly  practical' 
enough.  (Devonshire,  257/13.) 

I  have  not  taken  an  apprentice  during  the  past  year.  The 
reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  One  cannot  get  them.  Why  ?  Would 
any  business-like  father  put  his  son  to  a  trade  where  so  much  is 
demanded  of  him  and  so  little  given  in  return  ?  Pro  bono 
publico  is  a  good  cry  for  the  vote-seeking  politician,  but  surely  it 
might  give  way  to  a  more  suitable  one  for  the  chemist  to  utter — 
Quid  pro  quo,  for  instance.  Picture  No.  1.— Chemist-retailer : 
"  One  ounce  tincture  rhubarb  ?  Thank  you.  How  is  it  made  ?" 
"Pleased  to  tell  you.  Rhubarb-root,  &c.  Where  does  rhubarb 
come  from  ?  Cardamom  seeds.  Yes  ;  they  do  belong  to  the 
Natural  Order  Zingiberacece,"  &c,  &c,  <fcc,  &c.  Picture  No.  2. 
— Grocer-retailer:  "?    MM!"    Why  this  ?    (Notts,  257/25.)

"  Craft." 

Sir, — I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Bell  for  some  very  enjoyable 
hours  spent  in  the  company  of  Chaucer,  the  reading  of  whose 
pages  carries  me  back  to  schooldays.  Chaucer  does  use  the 
word  craft  when  speaking  of  the  work  of  the  doctor  or  the 
Churchman  sometimes,  but  I  think  commentators  are 
agreed  that  he  meant  the  group  of  five  I  have  already 
mentioned,  to  represent  craftsmen  in  bis  procession.  In  any 
case  Chaucer  and  his  times  have  little  bearing  on  us  and 
ours.  Even  in  his  time  it  is  doubtful  whether  a  doctor  or  a 
clergyman  would  have  called  himself  a  craftsman,  but  in  our 
day  there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever.  I  have  consulted 
several  men  in  the  educational  world,  and  they  all  agree  in 
thinking  that  the  word  l;  craft  "  does  not  apply  to  such 
professions  as  medicine,  the  church,  pharmacy,  teaching,  &c. 
Mr.  Bell  is  quite  wrong  in  thinking  that  I  underestimate  the 
importance  of  a  "craft."  I  quite  recognise  the  honour 
attaching  to  the  position  of  any  kind  of  craftsman,  and  I 
make  no  comparisons  between  craft  and  profession,  both  of 
which  I  believe  to  be  equally  useful  to  the  world.  I  simply 
contend  that  a  calling  which  requires  so  much  scientific 
training  as  that  of  pharmacy,  ceases  to  be  a  craft  and 
becomes  a  profession.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  we  can 
get  rid  of  the  word  "  craft  "  until  the  present  generation  of 
leaders  gives  way  to  men  of  more  spirit  and  more  courage. 
I  am  glad  to  have  the  support  of  one  who  has  so  much 
influence  as  "  Xrayser."  His  objections  to  the  word  "  craft " 
are  based  on  slightly  different  grounds  from  mine,  but  it  is 
plain  that  he  recognises  the  unsuitable  character  of  it  as 
applied  to  pharmacy. 

I  read  with  great  interest  your  able  editorial  on  the 
apprentice  question.  If  the  authorities  at  Bloomsbury  Square 
are  fortifying  themselves  in  the  belief  that  many  lads  are 
entering  our  profession  with  the  intention  of  registering  later 
on,  I  am  quite  sure  they  are  building  on  a  foundation  of 
sand.  The  lads  are  simply  not  going  in  for  pharmacy  under 
the  new  conditions.  No  man  can  say  at  present  how  this 
problem  will  solve  itself.  The  first  result  must  be  financial 
distress,  probably  failure,  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  then  it  is 
practically  a  toss-up  whether  the  position  will  lead  to  a 
deplorable  relaxation  of  measures  taken  against  unqualified 
men,  or  the  absolute  ruin  of  the  large  stores.  Should  we  be 
able  to  hold  the  fort,  salaries  will  rise  to  probably  200/., 
which  is  the  real  salary  a  qualified  man  ought  to  have,  and 
the  stores  will  be  unable  to  compete  with  ordinary  chemists. 
On  the  other  hand,  should  we  be  beaten  back,  pharmacy 
must  fall  into  the  hands  of  unqualified  men  altogether. 
There  is  at  present  no  inducement  for  a  young  man  to  qualify 
himself  for  a  profession  in  which  he  will  be  offered  less 
salary  than  would  be  demanded  by  an  ordinary  tailor  or 
shoemaker.  I  do  not  believe  that  pharmacy  will  split  up 
into  two  sections,  one  business  and  the  other  p-ofession. 
The  poisons  schedule  is  the  base  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and 
cannot  be  split  up.  I  am  unwilling  also  to  1  e  ieve  that 
when  the  people  are  quite  wakened  up  to  the  true  state  of 
affairs  they  will  bs  willing;  to  accept  the  services  of  an 
;  inferior  class  of  men.  I  think  we  have  moved  too  rapidly 
'  pn  the  education  question,  but  we  must  not  now  turn  back. 
1  Either  we  or  the  stores  must  go  to  the  wall,  and  I  think  our 
right  course  is  to  keep  our  faces  to  the  storm  and  pray  that 
it  may  be  the  stores.  After  all,  injustice  always  ends  in 
crisis,  and  no  class  of  men  in  the  civilised  world  has  suffered 
so  much  injustice  as  chemists.

Minor  and  B  Sc.  Together. 

Sir, — Last  week's  Educational  Number  of  the  C.  4'  D.  was 
■ef  -cxooptioBal-inter-estfc  With  your  permission,  I  would  like 
to  add  a  few  suggestions  as  to  how  some  other  Minor  men 
became  B.Sc.s.  'Ihe  following  was  the  plan  which  I  found 
economical,  both  as  regards  time  and  mmey.  The  advice 
specially  applies  to  those  just  commencing  pharmacy.  Pass 
the  Matric.  before  or  during  apprenticeship,  run  the  Minor 
and  Intermediate  courses  together  as  far  as  possible,  taking 
the  Minor,  say,  in  April,  and  the  Intermediate  in  the  follow- 
ing July.  At  any  rate,  pass  the  Intermediate  before  the 
Major.  Go  to  the  "  Square"  in  October,  passing  the  Major 
in  April.  The  training  there,  especially  in  chemistry,  is 
thoroughly  scientific,  atd  goes  nearly  as  far  as  the  B.Sc. 
During  this  course  attend  evening  classes  at  the  Birkbeck  or 
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similar  institute,  say,  twice  a  week.  Stay  on  in  the  labora- 
tories at  the  Square  (free)  from  July  to  October,  by  which 
time  all  the  necessary  practical  work  can  be  done.  From 
July  to  October  the  theory,  including  the  history,  of 
chemistry  can  be  read  and  revised.  I  may  say  that,  working 
on  these  lines,  the  Minor,  Major,  B.Sc,  and  ten  months' 
residence  in  town  cost  me  j  ust  about  1001.  But  I  may  remind 
science  aspirants  that  there  is  no  immediate  fortune  in  a 
degree.  Good  appointments  oome  to  the  few,  and  generally 
ba-ve-fco  be  waited  for.  It  often  means  "  hanging  around  " 
London  as  demonstrator  for  some  /years  at  a  salary  of  about 
601.  before  one  can  get  an  appointment  starting  at,  say,  150Z 
Personally  I  could  not  afford  to  do  this,  so  at  present  I  am 
cheerfully  selling  pennyworths  of  hair-oil  and  "  chlordilime," 
taking  up  analyses  and  private  coaching  as  "  side-lines." 
And  so  far  I  have  no  reason  to  grumble ;  a  degree  gives  one 
a  status  far  above  that  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  in 
the  eyes  of  the  public  is  only  a  "  tradesman."  '

Assistants  in  South  Africa. 

Sir, — The  war  being  practically  over,  there  are  no  doubt 
many  assistants  thinking  of  coming  out,  and  I  hope  you  will 
be  able  to  find  room  for  a  few  hints  to  them.  Where  a  man 
is  being  engaged  by  a  wholesaler  on  behalf  of  someone 
else  it  is  essential  to  insist  on  a  clear  statement  of  his  hours 
of  business  beforehand,  and  this  should  be  inserted  in  the 
agreement  to  be  signed.  Also,  the  assistant  should  see  that 
he  only  agrees  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of  a  chemist's 
assistant,  otherwise  he  may  find  himself  condemned  to  sell 
boots,  beer,  and  bicycles,  inter  alia,  for  ninety  hours  a  week 
in  some  small  up-country  town  for  a  term  of  years,  with  no 
means  of  redress.  This  is  no  fanciful  picture :  it  is  the  actual 
lot  of  many  who  were  satisfied  with  vague  assurances  that 
"  they  would  find  colonial  life  very  pleasant,  &c,"  and  are 
at  present  finding  it  otherwise.  With  regard  to  salary,  a 
man  going  to  a  coast  town  might  accept  15Z.  per  month  for 
a  start.  For  a  berth  any  distance  inland  not  less  than  201. 
(or,  if  room  is  provided,  172.  10s.  or  182.)  as  a  start.  To  men 
who  have  never  had  more  than  1002.  or  1202.  at  home  2402. 
per  annum  seems  a  good  salary ;  but  when  one  has  experienced 
the  comfortless  quarters,  bad  water,  poor  and  expensive  food, 
and  total  lack  of  all  the  minor  amenities  of  life  at  home,  it 
seems  none  too  much.  Intending  emigrants  are  frequently  told 
it  is  "  possible  "  to  live  in  South  Africa  for  52.  a  month.  It  is, 
I  believe,  "  possible  "  to  live  in  London  for  Is.  a  day  if  one 
feeds  at  street  coffee-stalls  and  Jsleeps  at  a  Booth's  shelter, 
but  few  decent  men  would  adopt  that  style  of  existence  for 
choice.  The  same  principle  holds  good  out  here.  Many 
other  delusions  are  also  rife  ;  but  it  would  be  impossible  and 
useless  to  deal  with  them  seriatim.  I  take  it  the  average 
assistant  comes  out,  not  for  sport  or  travel,  which  he  will 
find  impossible,  but  to  work  hard  and  be  able  to  save  money, 
and,  with  this  end  in  view,  he  should  insist  on  the  stipula- 
tions and  rates  of  pay  I  have  mentioned.  I  enclose  name 
and  address.

Sir, — Seeing  a  number  of  letters  recently  in  the  C.  %  D. 
on  the  subject  of  billets  in  South  Africa,  I  write  this  as  a 
man  on  the  spot.  Your  correspondent  is  quite  right  as 
regards  the  small  salary  offered  in  the  home  papers  as  being 
not  sufficient  to  satisfy  a  man  here,  but  then,  unfortunately, 
he  cannot  get  more.  Competition  and  cut-throat  contracts 
for  dispensing  and  other  things  rule  the  prices  of  chemists 
here  much  more  than  they  do  in  the  sea-coast  towns ;  and 
so  few  are  able  to  pay  the  salaries  that  prevail  there.  Brick- 
layers and  mechanics  generally  get  about  12s.  a  day  at  the 
ports,  and  obtain  from  7s.  to  10s.  more  here,  but  the  chemist's 
qualified  assistant  receives  on  the  average  42.  a  month  les3 
than  at  the  coast.  Living  is  certainly  dearer,  the  hours 
(6  a.m.  to  10  p.m.)  are  longer,  and  the  half-holiday  a  week, 
with  the  one  Sunday  off  in  three,  is  only  just  half  the 
recreation  allowed  at  port  towns,  and  when  comparing  the 
relaxations  of  our  surrounding  bare  veldt  to  the  thousands 
of  attractions  of  the  seaside  you  will  see  who  has  the 
advantage.  One  subject  you  have  not  mentioned  that  has 
been  a  godsend  to  many  disillusioned  assistants  is  that  a 


binding  agreement  signed  at  home  is  not  a  legal  contract 
here.

Potassium  Iodide  and  Sweet  Nitre. 

Sir, — Kindly  advise  as  to  the  best  method  of  dispensing 
the  following  mixture.  It  is  from  a  Kimberley  doctor,  and, 
I  am  told,  is  very  good  for  asthma  :  —

Mix 
it  with  the  liq.  ammon.  acet.  fwhich  should  be  slightly  alkaline), 
allow  to  stand  half  an  hour,  then,  after  testing  to  see  that  it  is 
neutral,  add  to  the  other  ingredients,  previously  mixed.] 

Decolorised  Iodine. 

Sir, —  In  the  following  prescription  a  trace  of  carbolic 
acid,  in  association  with  liniment  of  iodine,  on  the  addition 
of  an  equal  quantity  of  liq.  ammon.  fort.  B.P.,  produces 
instantaneously  a  "  colourless  iodine."  What  is  the  action 
of  the  carbolic  acid  1  Does  it  induce  oxidation  and  conse- 
quent enhancing  of  the  formation  of  ammonium  iodide,

[Here  an  unusually  large  quantity  of  quinine  is  ordered  for  a 
suppository ;  pessaries  rarely  contain  as  much,  and,  if  ol.  theo- 
brom. is  intended  as  the  basis,  the  pe3sary-size  mould  will  be 
necessary.  The  smallest  suppository  can  be  made  by  using  soap 
and  beating  up  in  a  mortar.] 


A  Resinous  Gargle. 

Sir, — I  shall  be  glad  if  you  can  kindly  tell  me  the  best 
method  of  dispensing  the  following  gargle  :  —

— An  off  wine-licence  is  required  for  the 
sale  of  Hall's  coca-wine. 

252/11.  Cinnamon— It  is  not  illegal  to  sell  unstamped 
measures  ;  but  it  is  illegal  to  use  them  for  the  purposes  of 
trade.  The  measures  sold  to  amateur  photographers  are 
usually  unstamped. 

251/59.  Ambrosium. — It  is  not  legal  for  a  registered 
druggist  of  Ireland  to  retail  poisons  in  England.  The  licence 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  is  recognised  in 
most  of  the  British  colonies  (see  page  485),  but  not  the 
qualification  of  registered  druggist. 

250/17.  Juno. — The  notice  of  dissolution  of  partnership 
which  you  send  to  us  will  be  sufficient  notice  to  the  firms 
with  which  you  are  accustomed  to  do  business,  if  sent  to 
them  by  post.  This  is  only  necessary  for  the  retiring  partner's 
protection. 

247/26.  Tenant. — (1)  A  lease  expires  according  to  the 
terms  it  is  drawn  up  in.  It  is  customary  for  landlord  or 
tenant  to  inform  the  other  that  a  renewal  is  not  desired. 
(2)  If  a  chemist  buys  the  goodwill  of  a  business  and  after- 
wards voluntarily  leaves  the  shop  (owned  by  the  former 
proprietor  of  the  business)  for  a  larger  one,  he  can  have  no 
redress  from  the  landlord  should  the  latter  let  the  shop  again 
to  a  chemist.  (3)  "  Dispensing-department "  is  not  an 
infringement  of  Pharmacy  Act  titles. 

— See  reply  to  "  Junior,"  in  our  issue  of 
August  10,  page  293.  If  it  is  common  knowledge  in  the 
business  in  which  you  are  employed  that  a  week's  notice  is 
the  rule,  that  would  apply  to  you,  although  it  was  not 
specifically  mentioned  when  you  were  engaged,  if  your 
employers  can  prove  that  you  were  aware  of  it. 

234/42.  Subscriber  was  engaged  to  manage  a  branch 
business,  with  a  verbal  arrangement  that  he  was  to  have  a 
half -day  off  once  a  fortnight  and  fourteen  days'  holiday  a 
year.  The  business  was  suddenly  closed  by  the  executors 
of  the  proprietor  at  a  time  when  our  correspondent  had 
four  half-days  in  arrear,  he  beirjg  paid  four  weeks'  salary. 
"  Subscriber "  wants  to  know  if  a  month's  notice 
means  a  calendar  or  lunar  month,  and  whether  he  is 
entitled  to  the  deferred  time  and  holiday.  [We  think,  in 
this  case,  a  month's  notice  means  a  calendar  month,  as  that 
is  the  case  with  a  domestic  servant.  With  regard  to  the 
deferred  time  off,  we  should  say  it  would  be  fair  for  the 
executors  to  allow  for  this.  As  to  the  fourteen  days'  holi- 
day, if  a  whole  twelve  months  has  elapsed  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  engagement  our  correspondent  seems  to 
be  entitled  to  this  also ;  but  we  do  not  know  of  any  case  on 
the  subject.  It  appears,  however,  to  be  an  ordinary  case  of 
breach  of  contract.] 

247/58.  Bens. — There  is  an  element  of  risk  in  an  unregis- 
tered dentist  stating  on  his  trade-card  that  he  was  formerly 
assistant  to  So-and-So,  L.D.S  ,  R.C.S.Eng.,  dentist,  but  as  in 
your  case  the  plural  is  employed  it  would  be  difficult  to 
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construe  the  addition  used  by  you  as  implying  that  you  are 
registered  under  the  Dentists  Act.  Otherwise  your  card  is 
quite  safe. 

252/55.  B.  M.  8.— You  will  find  all  the  information  that 
you  require  in  the  Educational  number.  The  Irish  qualifi- 
cations are  good  for  Ireland  only,  and  those  of  Great  Britain 
for  Great  Britain.  They  are  not  interchangeable.  The  dis- 
pensers' certificate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  is 
not  interchangeable  with  the  similar  certificate  of  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries,  London. 

224/59.  Jaguar  puts  this  case : — A  takes  premises  from 
B  on  a  lease,  but  after  two  years  has  expired  B  sells  pro- 
perty to  0  ;  neither  B  nor  C  notify  A  as  to  sale,  nor  is  any 
fresh  agreement  mentioned  or  lease  named.  Is  the  lease 
still  binding  as  between  A  and  C  ?  [The  sale  by  B  to  0  was 
subject  to  the  lease  to  A,  and  no  notification  was  necessary 
to  A.  The  lease  between  A  and  B  is  still  binding,  and  C 
merely  takes  A's  place.]

229/2.  M.  C.  8. — Iron  Liquor  used  in  dyeing  is  a  crude 
solution  of  acetate  of  iron  prepared  by  dissolving  scrap  iron 
in  pyroligneous  acid.  It  keeps  better  than  if  made  by  the 
interaction  of  ferrous-sulphate  and  lead-acetate  solutions, 
being  less  liable  to  oxidise  owing  to  the  presence  of  tarry 
matter  or  pyrocatechol. 

229/53.  Assistant. — (1)  The  article  on  lubricants  appeared 
in  the  0.  %  B.,  May  28,  1898,  page  878.  Archbutt  and  Deeley's 
"  Lubricants  and  Lubricating  "  (Ohas.  Griffin  &  Oo.)  is  the 
newest  text-book  on  the  subject.  (2)  We  have  not  heard  of 
a  Black-pill  Varnish  being  used,  but  you  could  soon  make 
one  by  dissolving  a  black  aniline  dye  in  your  usual  pill- 
varnish.  Pills  are  occasionally  coated  with  plumbago,  which 
is  done  by  rolling  the  pills  in  a  boxwood  finisher  dusted  with 
powdered  blacklead.

—  Many  good  dispensing-houses  in- 
variably use  aq.  menth.  vir.  when  aq.  menth.  is  ordered,  but 
in  1888  the  C.  S,'  I>.  obtained  the  opinion  of  thirty  London 
consultants,  and  only  two  or  three  intended  aq.  menth.  vir. 
It  is  therefore  safe  to  use  aq.  menth.  pip.  unless  the  dispenser 
knows  to  the  contrary. 

241/69.  Embalm.  —  There  are  various  liquids  used  in 
Embalming  Human  Bodies,  the  more  usual  being  solu- 
tions of  arsenic,  mercuric  chloride,  and  salicylic  acid.  The 
circulating  system  is  first  cleansed  with  water  until  the  water 
issues  quite  clear  from  the  body,  this  is  followed  by  alcohol 
or  ether,  and  finally  by  the  preservative  solution. 

240/41.  Veritas. — When  dispensing  a  prescription  simply 
ordering  syr.  hypophosph.  co.  (Fellows)  it  is  necessary 
to  affix  a  patent-medicine  label. 


243/22.  F.  C.—You  will  find  the  address  of  silver-refiners 
in  the  Diary,  but  they  would  only  purchase  sensitised-paper 
clippings  in  large  quantities,  as  the  quantity  of  silver  they 
contain  is  small. 

233/6.  Bingley. — Boric  acid  would  be  the  least  harmful 
of  the  antiseptics  you  propose  for  your  cayenne-and-cinna- 
mon  remedy,  but  spirit,  glycerin,  or  chloroform  would  be 
better  if  you  keep  the  aqueous  infusion  any  length  of  time. 

237/7.  C.  T.  (a  West  African  subscriber)  asks  if  we  can 
tell  him  the  cause  and  cure  of  "  oma'' — a  kind  of  staggers 
affecting  horses  in  that  country.  The  attack  comes  on 
suddenly,  the  horse  being  in  severe  cases  thrown  into  spas- 
modic fits  and  becoming  ungovernable.  Eemedial  measures 
which  have  been  tried  have,  so  far,  been  unavailing.  [We 
have  submitted  this  inquiry  to  our  veterinary  expert,  who 
reports  that  it  is  probably  a  digestive  trouble  similar  to 
"  grass  staggers  "  in  this  country.  The  latter  is  a  form  of 
cerebral  congestion,  brought  on  by  engorgement  of  the 
stomach  and  reflex  action  through  the  pneumogastric  nerve. 
Probably  the  best  treatment  for  "  oma "  would  be  aloetic 
purges,  but  no  treatment  is  satisfactory  that  does  not 
include  exhaustive  inquiry  into  the  food.  The  pasture  or 
the  grain  may  have  some  foodstuff  like  the  so-called  Indian 
"  peas  "  (a  poisonous  legume),  which  wrought  havoc  among 
tramway-horses  a  few  years  ago,  and  resulted  in  legal  action 
and  heavy  damages.  Nearly  all  the  vegetable  poisons  affect 
animals  through  the  nervous  system,  producing  cramps, 
paralysis,  and  coma,  or  else  tonic  spasm  and  tetanic  con- 
vulsions, as  strychnia  does  in  man  and  beast.] 

249/71.  E.  P.  <S.— Mothers  who  deplore  the  shrinking  of 
their  breasts  after  nursing  should  feed  well,  and  take  a 
dessertspoonful  of  malt  and  oil  after  each  meal.  Friction 
for  a  few  minutes  at  bed-time  with  the  following  cream  is 
also  beneficial : —

250/36.  Photos. — -The  formula  for  Iron-printing  Process 
was  given  in  the  C.  S,  B.  as  recently  as  August  10,  page  294. 
The  following  are  some  of  the  methods  of  modifying  the 
blue  colour  : — Weak  caustic  soda  produces  a  faint  yellow  ; 
tannin  changes  the  yellow  to  black ;  alkalies  alter  the  black 
to  red-brown,  which  dilute  acids  change  to  bluish-black. 
Other  changes  in  the  colour  can  be  produced  by  silver 
nitrate,  mercuric  nitrate,  potassium  chromate,  sodium  sul- 
phide, and  potassium  permanganate.

225/2.  Korn  Kure. — The  only  way  to  Keep  Wasps  Out 
of  your  marmalade-storeroom  is  by  a  rigid  system  of  wire 
netting  before  the  windows,  and  double  doors.  The  fumes 
of  burning  sulphur  will  destroy  them  in  the  room. 

226/40.  Ch.  B.  W. — Tasteless  Castor  Oil  is  not  a  secret 
article,  the  freedom  from  taste  and  odour  being  due  to  care 
being  taken  to  crush  the  seeds  whilst  still  fresh  and  to 
decorticate  the  seeds.  It  is  important  also  that  the  tempera- 
ture at  which  the  pressing  takes  place  should  not  exceed 
90°  F. 
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249/58.  A.  J  W. — Ticket-inks. — Satisfactory  results  are 
obtained  by  colouring  a  shellac  basis  with  aniline  dyes. 
The  base  is  made  by  boiling  shellac  2  oz  ,  borax  2  oz„  and 
water  20  oz.,  and  filtering.  Any  aniline  dyes  soluble  in 
water  may  be  used.  Another  kind  of  ticket-ink  is  made  by 
adding  waterglass  to  ordinary  inks. 

242/ LI.  Minor — Your  Minor  training  will  be  of  service  to 
you  in  Becoming  a  Brewer's  Chemist,  but  you  will  need 
a  special  course  of  training  at  a  technical  school.  Suitable 
classes  can  be  had  at  some  of  the  London  technical  institutes, 
whilst  at  Birmingham  University  a  school  of  malting  and 
brewing  has  been  established.  The  following  are  some  of

234'2.  W.  S.  I. — (1)  Luminous  Paint  is  composed  of 
impure  calcium  monosulphide  mixed  with  a  varnish-like 
mecium.  Balmain  in  1877  took  out  a  patent  for  the  use  of 
such  a  substance  in  the  form  of  paint.  The  phosphorescent 
material  was  obtained  "  by  simply  heating  together  a  mixture 
of  lime  and  sulphur,  or  carbonate  of  lime  and  sulphur,  or 
some  of  the  various  substances  containing  in  themselves 
both  lime  and  sulphur — such,  for  example,  as  alabaster, 
gypsum,  and  the  like,  with  carbon  or  other  agent  to  remove 
a  portion  of  the  oxygen  contained  in  them,  or  by  heating 
lime  or  carbonate  of  lime  in  a  gas  or  vapour  containing 
sulphur."  The  base  to  form  a  paint  from  the  resulting  phos- 
phorescent substance  was  stated  to  be  "  a  colourless  varnish 
made  with  mastic  or  other  resinous  body  with  turpentine  or 
spirit,  making  the  paint  as  thick  as  convenient  to  apply  with 
a  brush,  and  with  as  much  turpentine  or  spirit  as  can  be 
added  without  impairing  the  required  adhesiveness.  Good 
results  may,  however,  be  obtained  with  drying-oils,  spirit- 
varnishes,  gums,  pastes,  sizes,  and  gelatin-solutions  of  every 
description."  A  practical  method  of  making  the  impure 
calcium  monosulphide  was  given  in  the  C.  $  P.,  March  16, 
1901,  page  459.  (2)  The  Luminous  Vial  to  which  your 
recipe  refers  is  an  older  piece  of  chemical  magic.  To  pre- 
pare it  a  nearly  saturated  solution  of  phosphorus  in  olive  oil 
(5  gr.  in  1  oz.)  is  made  with  heat.  Half  an  ounce  cf  the 
product  is  poured  into  a  4-oz.  stoppered  bottle,  and  shaken 
so  as  to  wet  the  whole  of  the  interior  of  the  bottle.  The 
stopper  is  loosened  occasionally  to  favour  the  oxidation 
which  is  the  cause  of  the  luminosity.  (3)  We  place  buyers 
and  sellers  in  communication  with  each  other,  but  cannot 
explain  the  two  sources  of  information  in  the  case  you 
mention.

Menthol  is  dearer  again,  and  American  HGH  oil 
of  peppermint  continues  its  advance,  with  a  fair  spofe 
busine  s.  In  Japanese  peppermint  oil  there  has  also  been  a 
good  business  at  dearer  prices.  Chamomiles  are  consider- 
ably 1  jwer.  All  heavy  chemicals  are  quiet,  and  practically 
unchanged.

The  Chinese  Tariff 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  notification  through  the 
Foreign  Office  to  the  effect  that  the  protocol  recording  the  agree- 
ment arrived  at  between  the  Powers  and  the  Chinsse  Government 
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in  settlement  of  the  disturbances  which  took  place  in  China  last 
year,  was  signed  on  September  7. 

Article  VI.  of  the  protocol  stipulates  that  in  return  for  certain 
concessions  the  Powers  have  consented  to  the  assessment  of 
Customs  duties  on  goods  imported  into  China  by  sea,  on  the  basis 
of  an  effective  5  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  such  goods,  including 
articles  hitheito  admitted  free  of  duty,  with  the  sole  exceptions  of 
rice,  cereals,  ard  flour  of  foreign  origin.  The  duties  will  be  levied 
ad  valorem  pending  their  conversion  so  far  as  feasible  into  specific 
rates,  which  is  to  be  effected  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

The  new  tariff  will  come  into  force  two  months  after  the 
signature  of  the  protocol,  and  only  such  merchandise  as  is 
en  route  ten  days  at  latest  after  the  date  of  signature  will  be 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  new  tariff  and  admitted  into 
China  on  the  basis  of  that  now  in  force. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  very  little  of  change  to  be  reported  in  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  heavy- chemical  market  either  as  regards  the  values 
which  are  ruling  or  the  volume  of  business  passing.  Shipments 
are  somewhat  heavier  to  northern  ports,  as  is  usual  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  in  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  close  of  navi- 
gation.

"There  is  no  depression  whatever,"  he  says;  "indeed,  every- 
body appears  to  be  looking  for  higher  prices  in  the  autumn,  and  it 
is  quite  impossible  to  find  a  seller  at  anything  like  the  present 
London  figures.  Moreover,  the  stocks  of  refined  oil  are  pretty 
nearly  all  cleared  in  Tromsoe.  The  early  spring  this  year  put  a 
sudden  stop  to  refining,  leaving  more  than  usual  over  for  the 
autumn  refining.  Judging  from  the  urgent  calls  for  refined  oil 
from  the  southern  cities  of  Norway,  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  heavy  stocks  there  either,    tf  cold  weather  does  not  set  in 


earlier  than  usual,  so  as  to  allow  refining  in  the  near  future,  it  is 
almost  certain  that  there  will  not  be  oil  enough  in  a  refined  state 
to  meet  an  ordinary  autumn  demand." 

Oil,  Linseed,  is  dearer,  pipes  being  quoted  on  the  spot 
at  3Ds.  Qd.,  and  barrels  31s.  per  cwt. 

Oil,  Peppermint. — In  Japanese  dementholised  oil  a  fair 
spot  business  has  been  done  at  3s.

There  was  a  larger  accumulation  of  goods  than  usual  at  the 
monthly  sale  of  new  and  old  drugs,  and  a  very  dull  tone  prevailed, 
lot  after  lot  passing  the  hammer  unsold.

White  (Sligo);  Thomas  Batt;  R.  Simpson,  G.  Grindley 
(Hon.  Treasurer),  Brown,  T.  N.  Moffitt,  P.  Kelly  and  Professor 
Tichborne  (Dublin). 

Councillors'  Attendance. 
The  first  item  on  the  agenda  paper  was  the  following 
notice  of  motion  which  had  been  given  by  the  Vice-President, 
Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard  : — 

That,  on  any  member  of  the  Council  absenting  himself  from 
four  regular  consecutive  monthly  meetings,  such  member  shall 
become  disqualified,  and  the  Registrar  shall  place  on  the  agenda 
of  the  next  meeting  a  notice  to  co-opt  another  member  of  the 
Society  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created. 

The  President  said  he  had  received  a  telegram  on  the 
matter  from  Mr.  Baxter  which  the  Registrar  read. 

It  stated  that  a  severe  attack  of  bronchitis  prevented  the 
■writer  from  attending,  and  that  he  thought  the  notice  of 
motion  ought  to  be  -withdrawn,  as,  if  it  were  acted  on,  the 
Council  might  be  deprived  of  the  services  of  some  of  its 
worthiest  members. 

The  President  said  that  when  the  Vice-President  first 
spoke  to  him  about  the  notice  he  was  under  the  impression 
that  it  was  admissible ;  but  on  subsequently  looking  into  the 
Act  of  Parliament  he  found  that  there  was  nothing  whatever 
in  it  to  authorise  their  interference  with  the  three  years 
term  of  office  of  any  member  of  the  Council  on  the  ground 
of  non-attendance.  He  must  therefore  rule  the  notice  of 
motion  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  I  think  the  conclusion  'you  have  come  to, 
Mr.  President,  is  the  correct  one. 

Mr.  Grindley  :  Every  member  of  the  Council  is  elected 
for  three  years.  No  doubt  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  get 
quorums,  but  the  course  proposed  by  the  notice  is  not  the 
right  way  of  correcting  the  evil. 

The  President  :  I  must  say  that  the  origin  of  it  was  that 
we  had  several  abortive  meetings,  and  we  wanted  to  try  to 
secure  quorums. 

Mr.  Batt  :  You  said  something  last  night  about  changing 
the  hour  for  the  Council-meetings.  It  might  be  better  for 
the  city  members  if  we  met  in  the  morning.  The  present 
hour  is  very  inconvenient  for  me. 

President  :  What  is  the  opinion  of  the  country  members  ? 
Would  11  or  12  o'clock  suit  them  ? 

Mr.  Tate  :  said  it  would  be  rather  inconvenient  to  have 
to  come  from  Belfast  by  a  very  early  train  in  the  winter,  but 
he  would  gladly  fall  in  with  any  suggestion  from  the  other 
members  of  Council  who  had  to  come  from  the  North.  It 
was  very  inconvenient  for  the  Northern  members  to  attend 
the  Council-meetings  sometimes.  He  had  been  absent  for  a 
considerable  time,  but  his  absence  could  be  easily  explained. 
The  question  was,  What  hour  would  suit  everybody  1 

The  President  :  I  do  not  know  what  the  feeling  of  all  the 
city  members  is  on  the  matter,  but  we  wish  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  country  members  as  well.  I  can  make  it 
my  business  to  attend  the  Council-meetings  at  any  hour 
suitable  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Perhaps  the  Northern  members  could  arrange 
to  send  up  two  members  periodically. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  We  must  lose  an  entire  day,  no  matter  how 
it  is. 

Mr.  White  :  If  the  meetings  were  held  at  12  o'clock  I 
should  have  to  get  up  a'.  4  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  order  to 
attend  them. 

The  President:  The  Act  names  3  o'clock  as  the  hour, 
and  we  should  have  to  go  to  the  Privy  Council  in  order  to 
make  a  change.  Is  it  your  wish  that  the  hour  of  meetiEg  be 
changed  to  12  o'clock  1 

Mr.  Grindley  :  Do  not  come  to  any  decision  now.  Let 
this  discussion  go  forward.  It  would  be  unfair  to  make  any 
charjge  without  consulting  all  the  members  of  the  Council. 


Professor  Tichborne  :  A  proposal  of  so  much  importance 
should  go  on  the  agenda-paper. 

Enforcing  the  Poisons  Act. 

The  President,  referring  to  the  deputation  which  waited 
on  the  Inspector-General  ot  the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  to 
ask  the  assistance  of  his  force  in  carrying  out  the  Poisons 
Act,  said  they  were  received  very  courteously ;  but  the 
Inspector-General  wanted  the  Council  to  formulate  their 
ideas  as  to  what  was  to  be  done,  and  to  give  a  list  of  the 
articles  that  contained  poisons. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Do  the  Constabulary  get  our  "  Calendar  "  1 
The  Registrar  said  600  copies  of  it  had  been  supplied  to 
them. 

The  President  referred  to  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland)  Amendment  Act,  which  provides  that  in  January 
of  each  year  a  copy  of  the  registers  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  chemists  and  druggists,  and  registered  druggists 
shall  be  sent  to  tb.8  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  in 
each  constabulary  district  of  Ireland  ;  and  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  inspector  to  report  to  the  Council  any 
offences  against  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts.  He  added  : 
"  If  a  list  of  articles  containing  poisons  is  to  be  supplied  to 
the  Constabulary  the  Law  Committee  should  prepare  it." 

Medals. 

It  was  announced  that  the  answering  at  the  Licence 
examinations  had  not  been  good  enough  to  entitle  any 
candidate  to  a  gold  medal ;  but  that  a  silver  medal  would  be 
awarded  to  Mr.  John  Ronald  Wilson,  who  had  obtained  the 
highest  number  of  marks — viz  ,  234— being  4  marks  over  the 
limit  for  a  silver  medal. 

Appointments  and  Elections. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brown, 
Mr.  T.  J.  English  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Conyngham,  both  of  Dublin, 
were  elected  members  of  the  Society. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Moffitt,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brown, 
Mr.  C.  McCann,  of  Belfast,  was  elected  a  member. 

The  President  moved  that  Mr.  A.  Forbes  Watson  be 
re-elected  examiner  in  chemistry — Mr.  Watson  had  given 
universal  satisfaction. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  unanimously  passed. 

Messrs.  Simpson  and  Batt  were  appointed  scrutineers  of 
the  ballot  for  the  election  of  members  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  October. 

Mr.  Wells  Resigns. 

The  President  said  a  letter  of  resignation  had  been 
received  from  one  of  their  best  members,  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells. 
Two  or  three  members  of  the  Council  had  already  pressed 
him  to  remain  with  them,  but  up  to  the  present  he  did  not 
see  his  way  to  do  so.  He  (the  President)  thought  a  letter 
should  be  sent  to  him  from  the  Council,  askiog  him  to 
reconsider  his  decision.  The  President  then  read  and  moved" 
the  adoption  by  the  Council  of  a  draft  letter  which  stated 
that  they  had  heard  with  profound  regret  of  Mr.  Wells' 
contemplated  retirement  from  their  body ;  that  they  were 
fully  alive  to  the  deep  interest  he  had  always  taken  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Society,  and  to  the  valuable  assistance  that  he 
had  always  rendered  to  the  Council ;  and  that  they  earnestly 
trusted  that  he  would  allow  his  name  to  go  forward  for 
re-election. 

Professor  Tichborne  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  draft 
letter.  He  said  Mr.  Wells  was  one  of  the  most  energetic 
members  they  had  ever  had,  and  his  retirement  from  the 
Council  would  be  a  serious  loss. 

Mr.  Brown  supported  the  motion.  No  man,  he  remarked, 
better  understood  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Council  than  Mr.  Wells,  and  though  some  of  them  might  not 
always  agree  with  him  they  all  appreciated  his  energy  and 
intelligence. 

The  draft  letter  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Reciprocity. 

A  correspondence  was  received  from  the  Colonial  Office 
in  reference  to  the  privileges  accorded  to  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
licentiates  in  the  colonies.  It  included  the  following 
circular  which  Mr.  Chamberlain  issued  to  the  colonial 
Administrators  in  April,  1900  : — 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  my  attention  has 
been  called  to  the  fict  that  in  various  British  colonies  privileges 
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which  are  accorded  to  British  pharmacists  are  not  extended  to 
Irish  pharmacists.  I  am  not  aware  of  an}'  justification.for  this 
discrimination.  It  appears,  indeed,  to  have  had  its  origin  in  the 
overlooking  of  the  fact  that  the  Imperial  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868 
applies  only  to  Great  Britain,  separate  provision  being  made  for 
reland  by  the  Pharmacy  (Ireland)  Act,  1875,  and  the  Pharmacy 
Act  (Ireland)  Amendment  Act,  1890.  Should  the  Pharmacy  Law 
of  any  of  the  colonies  under  your  government  not  treat  Irish 
pharmacists  as  equally  entitled  to  recognition  with  British 
pharmacists,  I  shall  be  glad  if,  when  any  modification  of  it  is 
under  consideration,  the  claims  of  Irish  pharmacists  to  equal 
privileges  can  be  borne  in  mind. 

Accompanying  this  circular  was  a  letter  from  the  Colonial 
Office  stating  that  it  did  not  appear  from  the  replies  received 
to  the  circular  that  any  discrimination  in  the  laws  relating 
to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  was  made  between  British  and 
Irish  pharmacists  in  the  following  colonies : — Canada, 
Victoria,  Queensland,  New  Zealand,  Fiji,  the  Bahamas, 
Jamaica,  Trinidad,  Barbadoes,  Grenada,  St.  Vincent,  St. 
Lucia,  the  Leeward  Islands,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Southern 
Ehodesia,  Natal,  Sierra  Leone,  Gambia,  Malta,  Mauritius, 
the  Seychelles,  and  the  Straits  Settlements.  As  to  New 
South  Wales,  South  Australia,  and  Tasmania,  the  Govern- 
ments of  those  colonies  were  prepared,  the  letter  stated, 
to  enter  into  reciprocal  arrangements  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  for  the  mutual  recognition 
of  certificates.  It  did  not  appear  that  Bermuda,  British 
New  Guinea,  the  Falkland  Islands,  Ceylon,  and  Hong-Kong 
had  any  laws  relating  to  the  qualifications  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  ;  whilst  in  Cyprus,  the  Gold  Coast,  and  Lagos  the 
laws  did  not  distinguish  between  Irish  and  British  pharma- 
ceutical chemists. 

The  President  :  I  think  these  letters  are  very  satis- 
factory, and  I  suggest  that  we  should  thank  Mr.  Chamberlain 
for  them. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  write  a  letter  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Chamberlain.    The  Council  then  adjourned.
